BRATISLAVA, Czechoslova¬ 
kia (CP) Karen Magni^s- 
sen. lie new world figure 
skating champion, has come a 
long way since she started 
skating because she wanted to 
be a snowflake in a winter 
carnival. 

The North Vancouver girl 
won the world titlf Thursday 
with an almost flawless dis¬ 
play of free skating, bringing 
home the crown that was last 
in Canada in 1965 when Petra 
Furka of Toronto was cham¬ 
pion. 

Karen did it the hard way 
- winning compulsory figures 
and compulsory free skating 
and free skating combined. 

The compulsory free skat¬ 
ing calls for a competitor to 
execute six specified moves 
during a two-minute perform¬ 
ance. The free.skating section 
lasts four minutes and skaters 
perform any moves they 
choose. * 


Miss Magnussen was six 
when she wanted to be a 
snowflake in a winter carnival 
in her home town and in the 
intervening J4 years there 
have been plenty of ups and * 
downs. 

Her first taste of interna¬ 
tional competition came in 
1967 when she skated in the 
world championships at Vien¬ 
na. finishing 12th. 

Peggy Fleming of the U.S.. 
then the world champion, said 
the Canadian girl had the tal¬ 
ent and temperament to be¬ 
come champion. 

In 1968, Karen won the Ca¬ 
nadian championship, but lost 
it to Linda Carbonetto of 
Toronto in 1969. Shortly after¬ 
ward she had to pull out of 
the world championships in 
Colorado Springs because ol 
hairline fractures of both legs.

Em bassy Raid 
• In Khartoum 


KHARTOUM (UPI) — Masked Palestinian Black 
September gunmen shot their way into the Saudi 
Arabian embassy here Thursday, seized two Ameri¬ 
can and several other diplomats, and demanded the 
immediate release of more than 70 jailed guerrillas 
and Sirhan Sirhan, convicted assassin of 1968. U.S. 
presidential candidate Robert Kennedy. 

A foreign office spokesmaji 
in Brussels said one of die 
seized diplomats, the Belgian 
charge d'affaires, was shot in 
the foot when the guerrillas 
burst into the building during 
a reception Thursday night. 

The British ambassador to 
the Sudan, one of three diplo¬ 
mats who had left the party 
before the incident, also re- 
l>orted there had been shoot¬ 
ing. 

The Sudan news, agency 
said five diplomats were 
being held hostage inside the 
embassy - U.S. Ambassador 
Cleo Noel. American charge 
cf ’ 'a f f a » r e s George Curtis 
Moore, the charges d’affaires 
of Jordan and Belgium and 
the Saudi Arabian ambas¬ 
sador, whose wife and chil¬ 
dren were, also among the 
captives. Japan's foreign 
ministry said in Tokyo, 
however, its charge d’affaires 
was also among those taken 
hostage. 




Coalition Ousts Lynch in Ireland

DUBLIN — Prime Minister 
Jack Lynch conceded defeat 
early today in the Irish gener¬ 
al election. 

"It now seems obvious the 
coalition will form the next 
government,” he said. 

The coalition Is made up of 
two parties which have been 
in opposition — Liam Cos- 
grave’s right-leaning Fine 
Gael and the l^abor party. 


In an early-morning televi¬ 
sion interview, Lynch said he 
accepted the fact that his 
FI anna Fail party is "not like¬ 
ly to gel more than 70 seats” 
in the 144-seat Dail. 

Results, as counting was dis¬ 
continued until later today, 
showed Fianna Fail, in power 
16 years, had won 64 seats 
and the Fine GaeLLabor co¬ 
alition 68, with two seats 


taken by independents. The 
coalition was leading in a ma¬ 
jority of the remaining con¬ 
stituencies. 

Lynch remains prime min¬ 
ister until March 14, when the 
Dail will meet. 

Cos grave smiled and waved 
to cheering supporters as he 
called his election triumph 
"recognition by the people of 


the sound economic policies 
put forward by the coalition." 

"We put the Issues to them. 
We showed them we under¬ 
stood their problems. They, in 
turn, have given us their con¬ 
fidence,’Hfle said. 

Cosgrave said one of the 
first priorities of his govern¬ 
ment would be to restore 
peace in Northern Ireland. 

"We will do everything in 


our power to bring a just .and 
lasting peace to the North,” 
he said. 

"My views on the North are 
well known,” he added. “I 
have resolutely opposed the 
use of violence to achieve 
unity I will continue to op¬ 
pose it." 

In the 1969 election, Lynch's 
party won 75 seats. Fine Gael 
50, Labor is. Independents 1. 


7 Will Be Dead, ’

Hartwell, 46, wrote a letter 
in German to his only son, 
Peer, while lying injured in a 
sleeping bag in a makeshift 


lean-to near the wreckage of 
his Beechcraft 18. He suffered 
two broken ankles and a frac¬ 
tured kneecap in the crash 
Nov. 8. 

The letter, introduced as ev¬ 
idence at the inquest, said: 

“When you receive this let¬ 
ter, I will be dead. I have had 
an accident on Nov. 8, ’72, 


Eskimo Survivor 
Starved to Death 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — David Kootook, the 
14-year«ohi Eskimo boy who 
survived In , the wilderness 
with pilot Marten Hartwell for 
23 days after an Arctic plane 
crash, died mainly of starva¬ 
tion, a pathologist testified 
Thursday. 

The boys stomach con¬ 
tained lichens, spruce need¬ 
les, wild cranberry leaves, 
part of a walnut, bark and 
wood, some amificial fibres 
and a drug identified as a 
tranquillizer. 

With all of their emergency 
rations exhausted, the boy 
and Hartwell had consumed 
drugs In a nurses’ kit, not 
knowing nor caring what they 
were. 

Pathologist l^aurier Boqtan 
of Edmonton told n coroners 
Inquest investigating the 


deaths of the boy and two 
other persons in the plane 
crash that the cause of Da¬ 
vid’s death "can be inferred 
from the great emaciation 
demonstrated . . .’* 

The boy at the time of death 
was five-foot-five and weighed 
TSft |K)unds. It was not knqwn 
how much lie weighed before 
the crash. 

— The boy had been diagnoeed 
by a doctor irr his home com¬ 
munity of Spence Bay as suf¬ 
fering from appendicitis but 
the pathologist said he found 
no sign of appendicitis during 
his autopsy. 

However, he did find an 
ulcer in the boy’s stomach 
which had penetrated deeply 
through the stomach wall. 
This ulcer, he said, could 
have been mistaken for aj>- 
pendiciti* In It* early stages.

The letter, written Nov. 22, 
14 days after the crash, asks 
the pilot’s son to take $3,000 
from Hartwell’s estate. 

Hartwell, the only survivor 
of one of the most comruver- 
sial crashes in Arctic aviation 
history, was also quoted as 
criticizing the navigational 
equipment installed in his 
plane and a radio beacon He 
had depended on to *et a 
course during an 111-fatod 
mercy flight. 

David Kootook, tha 14-year- 
old Eskimo boy who survived 
with the pilot for 23 days be¬ 
fore dying, also wrote a letter 
—In which he told his father 
and mother that he would see 
them again "In Spence Bay or 
in Heaven.” 

Hartwell was rescued after 
spending 32 agonizing days on 
a wooded hillside 40 mile* 
south-southwest of Great Bear 
Lake and 180 miles off his 
mercy-flight course. 

RCMP Insp. Stanley Venner 
testified at the inquest, 
Wednesday that Hartwell had 
told him he had been forced 
to eat the flesh of nurse Ju¬ 
dith Hill, who died minutes 
after the crash, in a desperate 
bid to survive when emer¬ 
gency food rations ran out 23 

days after the accident. .. 

David Kootook wrote his let¬ 
ter In the first week after' the 
crash. It said:

Associate warden James 
Park said the convicted 
slayer* of senator Robert Ken¬ 
nedy was being held in max¬ 
imum security at the prison 
on the shores of San Francis¬ 
co Bay. 

"We’re taking no special 
precautions because of the sit¬ 
uation, but we’re in a state of 
extra ^ alertnes* and watch¬ 
fulness,” he saM. 


Canada To Sign Peace Pact, Warily

PARIS Canada has 

agreed to sign today a 12-gm- 
ernment declaration U> guar¬ 
antee the peace in Vietnam, 
but it warned it may still 
withdraw Canadian observer 
troops If ceasefire violations 
are not halted by the big 
powers. 

Endorsing (lie spirit of tha 
declaration, which winds up 
the Paris peace conference, 
External Affairs Minister Ml* 
chell Sharp nevertheless told 
a news conference Thursday 
that Canada "suffered” 


through 19 years of the old- 
Vietnam truce failure. 

"If It look* like a repeat of 
those 19 years, then we will 
get out," he said. 

In Saigon, communist of 
ficials entfed a tense two«lgy 
deadlock over the PoW issue 
Thursday and said they would 
free 136 American prisoner* 
and six foreign captives, prob¬ 
ably this weekend. 

The Viet Cong handed over a 
list of 34 prisoners. Its action 
came after North Vietnam 
gave the Joint Military Com¬ 


mission the names of 106 
other American PoW* and 
two foreign prisoners. 

Doth U.S. and North Viet¬ 
namese officials said the re¬ 
lease normally would come on 
Saturday night. 48 hours after 
t(»e list of names was handed 
over, but probably would be 
delayed until Sunday morning 
for practical reason* 

U.S. air force officers at 
Clark Air Base, the Philip¬ 
pines, where the U.S. prison¬ 
er* will be taken to freedom. 
MAid lighting problem* at Han¬ 
oi’s Glam l^am airport would 


probably delay the releases 
from Saturday night until 
Sunday morning. 

North Vietnamese spokes¬ 
man Lt.-Col. Bui Tin said the 
release "probably will be” 
Sunday morning. 

"In principle, we release 
prisoners within 48 hours 
after we deliver the list (of 
the prisoners to be freed),” 
he said. The list was deliv¬ 
ered v late Thursday Saigon 
time, making release Satur¬ 
day night' "inconvenient,” Tin 
Said. 


Meanwhile, U.S, aircraft 
continued their bombing runs 
<>vei Cambodia Thursday at 
’the request of the Cambodian 
government, the U.S. Pacific 
command said. 

In its usual one-sentence 
release, the command here 
said the bombing missions 
were carried but against com¬ 
munist positions and supply 
route*. 

The latest announcement. 
however, made no mention of 
B-52 long-range bomber*, 
being used in the Cambodian 
bombing.

Dear Dr. Thoateson: I had a 
prescription filled for Griseo- 
fulvin for fungus of the toe. I 
received capsules. T thought it 
would be an ointment or 
salve. Do I have the right 
medicine?—P.W. 

Yes, it’s the right medicine. 
This is an unusual — and very 
useful - medication discov¬ 
ered not so many years ago. 
It is, in fact, an antibiotic for 
some types of fungus. It’s an 
^ antibiotic because it acts by 
inhibiting the multiplication of 
the fungus particles, just as 
the more familiar antibiotics 
inhibit multiplication of bacte¬ 
ria 

It is, I believe, the oply an¬ 
ti-fungus medication that acts 
in that way, and can be taken 
by mouth. Other anti-fungus 
mediations would be toxic if 


taken by mouth, and have to 
he applied to the surface of 
the skin. 

Dear Dr. Thoateson: 1 read 
in youx column about uiv 
deractive thyroid. The symp¬ 
toms are very similar to 
mine. I seem to tire easily 
and feel a loss of energy at 
times. 

What types of medication 
are used to treat underactive be the answer

A FLAG DAY FOR CANADA! There is little 
doubt that the proposal of Edward Nelson, 
the NDP Member of Parliament for Burnaby- 
Seymouiy would win wide favor if placed before the 
people in referendum form. But it wouldn’t be for 
patriotic reasons. The support would come more 
for the freedom from toil it would provide at what 
is considered a tiresome time of the year. In his 
private bill before Parliament, Mr. Nelson suggests 
February 15 as the day to show the colors, half 
way between New Year and Easter breaks away 
from work. 

The Maple Leaf would form the backdrop to 
the holiday, and through the passage of pleasur¬ 
able time might become more meaningful as a 
unity symbol. Perhaps this is Mr. Nelson’s thinking 
in what appears to be an attempt to further emu¬ 
late the United States, where patriotism stands out 
much more boldly than it does in Canada. 

Look at sports and patriotism south of the 
border, for example. When the great Madison 
Square Garden announced that the Star-Spangled 
Banner had been scratched from a February 16 
track meet, fans from all over the country protest¬ 
ed and the national anthem was hastily reinstated. 

The same thing happened last summer when 
the Kansas City Royals baseball team dropped the 
anthem because of mass fidgeting in the stands 
while it was being played. As one Washington, 
D.C. writer notes: “To serve up sports without pa¬ 
triotism would be like eating eggs without ham ora 
bacon. They simply go together ...” 


Experiment That Failed 


A POLITICAL CRISIS is approaching in Chile. 

Indeed, it may already have been reached. 
The general election of March 4 will indicate 
whether or not the electorate is satisfied with the 
administration of President Salvador Allende and 
the results of the reckless experiments in socialism 
he has made. 

The situation should be of particular interest, 
to British Columbians, perhaps, who are experienc¬ 
ing the application of similar political policies 
under Premier David Barrett. 

President Allende came to power two years 
ago with a pledge to solve the nation’s economic 
problems which sociaists blamed on foreign inves¬ 
tors and the whole capitalistic system. He said he 
would put an end to inflation by 1972; but in that 
year alone it rose at a frightening rate of 160 per 
rent. Production declined sharply, and the govern¬ 
ment made the mistake of trying to overcoine a 
deficit by printing more money. 

President Allende promised to improve the 
standard of living and to this end granted generous 
increases in wages. This temporary affluence led to 
an industrial boom. But when the bubble burst it 
resulted in the galloping inflation and loss of indus¬ 


trial and agriculture production that is causing the 
people’s miseries today. 

The Opposition of the right has used every 
constitutional device to curb the more obviously 
dangerous programs and the country has been 
spared the violent collision which would have re¬ 
sulted from an engineered confrontation. 

The armed services have preserved a political 
balance by joining forces with President Allende to 
the extent of participating in administration at cab¬ 
inet level. But they are worried. They do not want 
to appear to be underwriting a regime that is likely, 
to be defeated following introduction of rationing 
and with the very conspicuous evidence of failure of 
the socialist economic program. 

If there is any lesson to be learned from 
President Allende’s experience it is that socialist 
economics don’t work very well in isolation and 
that no budgetary problem can be solved by print¬ 
ing vast amounts of paper money. 

Foreign observers anticipate that the elector¬ 
ate will demand that President Allende slam on the 
brakes or get out of the driver’s seat. Unhappily 
for the Chileans it may be too late for either ex¬ 
pedient and only a massive infusion of capital from 
abroad can help them out of their dilemma.

Up the Trail 

Some sweeping statements 
made by visitors to Trail have 
reached us recently through 
Vancouver newspapers. These 
statements leave the impres¬ 
sion that living conditions 
here are poor, and therefore, 
as a long time resident I am 
prompted to make a few ob¬ 
servations of my own. 

For 20 years our family en¬ 
joyed living next door to the 
huge Cominco lbad and zinc 
complex in Trail, literally in 
the shadow of its highest 
smoke stack. In 1965 we chose 
to build a new home one block 
further away. Our home and 
yard offer us not only a beau¬ 
tiful view, but a lush lawn, 
fine evergreens and beautiful 
flowers including 6uperb 
roses. 

From the windows and yards 
of our two homes we have 
identified 64 species of birds. 
They are becoming more nu¬ 
merous as the years go by, 
probably because Cominco 
began, many years ago, to in¬ 
stall extensive sprinkling sys¬ 
tems and to plant trees and 
grass along the bank of the 
Columbia River and surround¬ 
ing area. 

Recently Cominco hooted a 
group of metallurgical engi¬ 
neering students and their 
professors from UBC for 
three days. On the morning of 
the third day one of the stu¬ 
dents, a stranger to me, came 
into our home and said, “I am 
very impressed with what I 
have seen in Trail.” I replied 
the! I believe an engineer 
would look a long time 
throughout CAada to find a 
better place than Trail in 
which to liye, to work, and to 
raise a family — unless he 
prefers a large city with its 
congested and more expen¬ 


sive living conditions and its 
particular kinds of dirty air. I 
spoke of the Red Mountain ski 
slopes where Nancy Greene 
learned to ski, and which are 
25 minutes from our door. 
And I spoke of lakes for boat¬ 
ing, picnicking, camping, 
swimming *nd fishing beyond 
compare in the province, all 
within one hour’s drive of 
Trail. I showed our student 
visitor the maple tree in our 
yard not 30 feet from our win¬ 
dows where a bald eagle 
comes to sit by the hour this 
winter, and watch the mal¬ 
lards, buffleheads and mer¬ 
gansers in the river below. 
And I showed our guest the 
place where that morning I 
had watched an otter come to 
drink and where he played 
later on the river bank. 

Voices are being raised ev¬ 
erywhere and questions asked 
about the environment in the 
1970s and beyond. For our 
part we are very healthy, 
happy and grateful to be liv¬ 
ing in Trail, and to have 
brought up our family here 
over the last 30 years.

The Chilling Effect 
Of the White House 


American journalists, proud 
and jealous of their constitu¬ 
tional freedom, tend to react 
with nervous outrage to any 
attempt to tamper with that 
freedom. Many of them be¬ 
lieve that the Nixon adminis¬ 
tration is now attacking it 
from several directions. 

There is no fear of overt 
censorship, but rather of in¬ 
sidious, indirect encroach¬ 
ments and pressures that 
threaten their ability to get 
the news and print it, through 
what is known as the “chilling 
effect.” 

That phrase drops regularly 
from the lips of witnesses tes¬ 
tifying at current hearings be¬ 
fore a Senate committee 
which is considering the need 
and feasibility of legislation to 
grant journalists the special 
privilege of refusing to an¬ 
swer questions about con¬ 
fidential information in courts 
of law. 

In recent years there has 
been a spate of instances in 
which reporters have been 
subpoenaed as witnesses in 
court cases to reveal ^informa¬ 
tion and the sources of it, 
under threat of punishment 
for contempt of court if they 
refused to answer. A few 
were imprisoned for their si¬ 
lence. The most celebrated 
case involved Early Caldwell, 
a black reporter with the New 
York Times, who was ordered 
to reveal information about 
Black Power organizations he 
had gathered as part of his 
job. 


He refused, claiming privi¬ 
lege under the First Amend¬ 
ment of the Constitution, 
which says that “Congress 
shall make no law . . . 
abridging the freedom of 
speech or of the press. . . 

The argument was that the 
public’s right to know was 
guaranteed by the Constitu¬ 
tion : to obtain the facts need¬ 
ed to inform the public, a re¬ 
porter had often to rely on 
sources who would refuse to 
talk unless their names re¬ 
mained secret; therefore the 
freedom of the press to get at 
the facts depended on a re¬ 
porter’s right to silence. 

The Supreme Court last 
year rejected this argument 
by a five to four majority and 
suggested that Congress take 
on the job of drawing a line 
between a man’s duties as a 
citizen and his rights as a 
journalist. 


By WILLIAM MILLINSHIF of Hie London Observer 
from Washington 
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Congress is trying, but 
deems it unlikely that it will 
succeed. Senator Sam Ervin, 
a southern Democrat, whose 
passionate defence of consti¬ 
tutional rights has led him to 
appear by turns a liberal and 
a conservative, says flatly 
that there is no chance of a 
new law giving journalists an 
absolute right to protect confi¬ 
dentiality. He has drafted a 
bill granting reporters a limit¬ 
ed privilege. Under it they 
would have to answer ques¬ 
tions in court when they had 
personal knowledge of a 
crime. 


That seems a com monsense 
' limitation, but many report¬ 
ers feel that any bill of this 
kind would leave them worse 
off than they are now, as 
legal precedent enlarged the 
loopholes. 

The whole legal area bris¬ 
tles with questions artd dif¬ 
ficulties. In order to define a 
journalist’s rights, it would be 
logical to define what a jour¬ 
nalist is. But he belongs to 
something between a trade 
and a profession which has no 
written code of ethics or any 
formal method of disciplining 
ks members. 

If a newspaper or television 
reporter is allowed a privi¬ 
leged position in court, what 
aibout book writers and aca¬ 
demics who may also depend 
on confidential sources fop 
their research?

Wouldn’t that be the ul* 
timate? A minister for the 
public service, as requested 
by the Professional Institute 
of the Public Service, could, 
among other things, b* 
equipped with a complete de¬ 
partment.

TTie 
go v er nm ent is big enough 
now without another depart¬ 
ment, above all without a de-.. 
partment for public servants. 
Next we might have a depart¬ 
ment for MPs. 


to the Washington Poet about 
political espionage scandals. 
Muck-rakbr Jack Anderson 
comes up with a juicy scoop 
almost daily. And a press 
able to get away with public a- 
tlon of the massive collection 
of secret government docu¬ 
ments known as the Pentagon 
Papers hardly seems in 
danger of being muzzled. 

The American press and 
television networks, however, 
are not reacting to imaginary 
dangers. Relations between 
them and the administration 
are uncommonly tense. There 
have been ample signs that 
the White House regards its 
critics in the media with a 
mixture of resentment, con¬ 
tempt and dislike that gees 
beyond the normal. 

President ’ Nixon revealed 
this attitude 11 years ago in 
his famous remark after his 
defeat for the governorship of 
California, when he said that 
the press would “not have 
Dick Nixon to kick around 
any more.” 

In his first term as pres¬ 
ident he §ent out Vice- 
President Agnew to counter¬ 
attack critics. That campaign 
was interrupted during last 
year’s presidential election, 
when the press tended to con¬ 
centrate on the deficiencies of 
Senator George McGovern. 


But, since the cease-fire in 
Vietnam, President Nixon has 
several times revealed his re¬ 
sentment at what he consid 
ered the lack of due support 
for his policy in the press and 
on television. One of his aides 
suggested that press criticism 
had actually prolonged the 
war. 

All this can make life dif¬ 
ficult for reporters and partic¬ 
ular publications and TV sta¬ 
tions that are especially un¬ 
loved in the White House. But 
there is a real danger only if 
the administration tries to 
take practical measures to 
curb its critics. 

It does seem to be doing 
this in two ways. First, it is 
edging towards the principle 
that the federal government 
actually owns information 
contained in documents clas¬ 
sified as secret, and that any¬ 
one leaking such information 0 
is liable to criminal charges. 
This notion appears to lie at 
the heart of the government 
case against Daniel Ellsberg, 
source of the Pentagon 
Papers leak, on trial in Los 
Angeles. 

If Ellsberg is sent to jail, 
his example might well have 
a chilling effect on other po¬ 
tential sources with access to 
information damaging or em¬ 
barrassing to the government. 

Another principle the ad¬ 
ministration seeks to establish 
is that local television station 
owners must accept responsi¬ 
bility for the news and docu¬ 


mentary programs they ac¬ 
cept from the three major TV 
networks. Clay Whitehead, 
director at the White House 
office of telecommunications 
policy, goes on to suggest that 
renewal of a broadcasting li¬ 
cence should depend in part 
on how well this responsibility 
is met. Mr. Whitehead has 
made plain what he thinks 
about network journalism by 
remarks about “so-called pro¬ 
fessionals who confuse sensa¬ 
tionalism with sense, and who 
dispense leftist gossip in the 
guise of news analysis." 

Since that outburst, Mr. 
Whitehead has been less 
aggressive in his public re¬ 
flections on the duties of local 
broadcasters of network pro¬ 
grams. But his warning was 
clear enough. It was followed 
by challenges to the profit¬ 
able TV licences held by the 
Washington Post in two Flori¬ 
da towns and soon up for re¬ 
newal. Several of the groups 
mounting the challenges hap¬ 
pen to include prominent 
Nixon supporters in Florida. 

Taken together these sig¬ 
nals, large and small, suggest 
that if American journalists 
are worried about press free¬ 
dom these days, they have 
reason to be.

Teachers believe Canadians 
should take the cold turkey 
treatment to kick the feet- 
and-lnches habit.

Total immersion is a fast 
way to learn and necessity is 
generally an effective teacher 
but a period of transition last¬ 
ing some years is practically 
unavoidable. 

The colossal and costly job 
of converting a highly-indus¬ 
trialized nation’s tools can’t 
be completed at a flick of 
legislative switch. For better 
or worse, old and new sys¬ 
tems will have to co-exist for 
a long while.

He was a Second World War resistance hero. 
After the war he joined the French secret service as 
a captain. He saved President Charles de Gaulle’s 
life while on a secret mission during the terror-filled 
day of Algerian strife in 1961. 

And for mor* than a decade, he w»* also oae of France’s 
biggest heroin smugglers. He finally went to JaU last summer, 
six years after American authorities gave evidence to the 
French government about him. He reportedly Is about to 
get out of jail this month after serving only eight months of 
a five-year sentence. 


His name is Michael Victor 
{Mertz. He ran an operation 
that smuggled heroin valued 
at almost half a billion dollars 
into North America. 

Hi* story is unusual in 
scope, but it typifies the 
French government’s failure 
to move vigorously to stop the 
production and movement of 
heroin—bound ultimately for 
North American addicts. 


Mertz’ partner, for exam¬ 
ple, is still not in prison al¬ 
though he ha* been convicted 
as a heroin supplier. 

Mertz’ story had not been 
detailed before. He is one of 
six men in the heroin business 
whom we have identified as 
having been members of the 
French secret service 
(SDfcCE) at one time. 


Dual Role Actors Listed 


The story of one of these, 
Roger Delouette, created a 
^public stir in 1971. Delouette, 
arrested in the United States 
for smuggling in heroin, 
claimed he was acting under 
secret service orders. 

The charge was denied by 
the French, but a letter about 
Delouette’s back pay, from 
Minister of State for Defence 
Michel Debre, added to the 
mystery about the case. 

Others who had both heroin 
and SCECE connections in¬ 
clude: 

• Ange Simonpieri. now 
serving a prison term in 
France, after staying out of 
jail for more than four years 
despite official evidence of 
heroin involvement. 

He was an SDECE agent in 
the early 1960s, as a counter¬ 
terrorist against the rigbt- 
wing secret army organiza¬ 
tion (OAS) that was threaten¬ 
ing to topple Gen. dc Gaulle. 

• Christian David, arrest¬ 
ed last year in Brazil, and 
now in prison in the * United 
States for smuggling heroin 
from Latin America. 

During interrogation by 
Brazilian police he confessed 
to participating in the plot to 
murder Mehdi B$n Barka, a 
Moroccan leftist lured to 
France under false pretenses 


by SDECE. David said he re¬ 
ceived $150,000 for his role in 
the plot: Burning the body, 
covering it with lime and then 
burying it. 

• Andre Labay, now in a 
French jail awaiting trial for 
heroin smuggling. Before he 
was arrested, Labay also had 
become a confidant and busi¬ 
ness associate of the daughter 
of the late Haitian dictator, 
Francois (Papa Doc) Duva- 
lier. 

• Joe Attia,'who died list 
summer after a long career 
as one of the top heroin finan¬ 
ciers. Among other things, he 
was an assassin for SDECE 
Knowing this fact, one of his 
superiors called him "a won¬ 
derful person, worthy of es¬ 
teem, an absolutely extraordi¬ 
nary agent." 

* Mertz and Attia were old- 
time SDECE agents. David, 
Simonpieri, and Labay were 
among those recruited from 
the underworld between 1959 
and 1964 to serve as SDECE 
counter-terrorists against the 
OAS. which, opposed de 
Gaulle’s plans for Algerian in¬ 
dependence. 

During the Algerian action, 
this special section of SDEGE 
was known as the barbouzes 
(the bearded ones). Later, the 
agents got a different name. 


"forget, particularly when so 
many who had received them 
remained in authority in 
SDECE and other parts of the 
Gaullist government. 

The Mertz case is a classic 
example. * 

Mertz, 52, was sentenced to 
five years in a French prison 
on July 5, 1971, convicted of 
heading a ring that smuggle^ 
about a third of a ton of pure 
heroin annually into the Unit¬ 
ed States for eight years. 

He began serving his five- 
year sentence in July, 1972. 
But last December, his wife, 
who did not know that we 
were reporters, told us that 
he would be quietly released 
from prison this month. 

Marts’* partner in the 
smuggling ring, Achilla Get- 
chine, a veteran heroin opera¬ 
tor, was given the same sen¬ 
tence as Mertz at the same 
time. But he has remained 
free In Marseille! on "medi¬ 
cal liberty" — too "111" to be 
jailed. 

In 1943 Mertz joined the 
French resistance. An ef¬ 
ficient killer of Germans, he 
soon headed his own unit 
under the pseudonym Com¬ 
mandant Baptiste. 

He was awarded the legion 
of honor and the cross of the 
voluntary fighter by the 
French government, and went 
into French intelligence after 
the war. 

v The Mertz-Cecchini part¬ 
nership in the heroin business 


during the 1960s worked 
smoothly. Cecchini supplied 
the heroin. Mertz planned the 
smuggling routes, recruited 
the courier organization, and 
handled the finances. By 
early 1961, the system was in 
opera UqivS 

However, Mertz temporari¬ 
ly suspended the heroin 
operation, because SDECE 
needed him for a special mis¬ 
sion against the right-wing 
terrorists. Mertz was ordered 
to penetrate the OAS, pose as 
a sympathizer, and obtain all 
available information on 
planned OAS terror missions. 

Mertz learned the OAS 
planned to blow up de 
Gaulle’s car at Pon-sur-Seinc, 
a point it passed nearly every 
day. The OAS plotters were 
allowed to plant the bombs on 
the roadway. And de Gaulle’s 
car, with him in it, passed by 
in such a way that the bombs 
went off harmlessly. 

France, which was sharply 
divided over the Free Algeria 
question, was shocked by the 
attempt on de Gaulle’s life. 
The nation rallied around 
him. The plotters were arrest¬ 
ed. 

A Col. Foutcaud, technical 
director of; the SDECE, tes¬ 
tified on Sept. 6, 1962, ip 
Troyes at the closed trial of 
the OAS conspirators. 

He said that just before the 
explosion he and Alexandre 
Sanguinetti, top aide to Interi¬ 
or Minister Roger Frey, dis¬ 
cussed what could be done for 
Mertz.

‘Honorable Correspondents’ 


These recruits were known 
as "honorable corre¬ 
spondents," employed by the 
secret agency for specific as¬ 
signments. Delouette, who 
had no identifiable criminal 
background, was dlso an 
"honorable correspondent." 

Soqie of those involved in 
the heroin business have per¬ 
formed Other tasks for the 
agency since the Algerian 
crisis. 

The impact of the SDECE 
agents — and others recruited 
from the underworld to serve 
in the parallel police (SAC) — 
on the heroin business was 
explained by a former Ameri¬ 
can official tin France: 

"Former Interior Minister 
Roger Frey and (secretary 
for community and African 
affairs) Jacques Foccart han¬ 
dled the anti-0AS campaign. 

"De Gaulle said to them, 
’Take care of It.* He didn’t 


ask them how they would do 
It, and I don’t think he knew 
or cared. He Just wanted It 
done. And now a lot of favors 
are owed." 

Both in the case of Mertz 
and his partner and in the 
case involving Simonpieri, the 
French government stalled 
action aainst them for more 
than four years after receiving 
evidence of their heroin 
operations. 

They continued to supply 
heroin to North America and 
none of the three was actually 
brought to trial until after the 
Delouette story had broken. 

French President George 
Pompidou installed Alexandre 
de Manenches, who had no po¬ 
litical tie*, as the head of 
SDECE in 1970 in an effort to 
end some of the agency’s old 
connections. 

But the favors were hard to 


He said that through San¬ 
guinetti, Frey (head of the 
French police) paid all the ex¬ 
penses to move Mertz to Can¬ 
ada. Mertz took Ms famUy 
with him, retaining his 
SDECE affiliations, and spent 
the next month In Montreal 
aad new York reactivating 
the North American end of 
the heroin syndicate. 

On Oct. U, 1961. he was 
back in France and on Jan. 
12, 1962 a Citroen with 100 
kilo* of heroin left France by 
boat. Mertz flew to New York 
to meet the boat when it ar¬ 
rived and pick up his pay¬ 
ment. 

As the business grew, other 
people were hired to handle 
the shipping and to do the es¬ 
corting. But Mertz or his as¬ 
sistant, Jacques Bousquet, 
always went to New York to 
collect. 

Mertz continued to make 
trip* out of France to other 
countries on occasional 
SDECE missions. t 

In New York he and Bous¬ 
quet operated a cover busi¬ 
ness contracting out orders to 
American companies for the 
rebuilding of car and truck 
engines for the French mili¬ 
tary services. 


Meanwhile, Mertz and his 
wife opened up bank accounts 
in New York and Geneva. 
Most of the profits from the 
business were personally 
placed in a numbered Geneva 
account by Mertz. 

Late in 1965 in Columbus, 
Ga. ( agents of the Federal 
Bureau of Narcotics arrested 
a man named Herman 
Conder, who had just received 
195 pounds of heroin in a re¬ 
frigerator shipped to him 
from France by a retired U.S. 
army major who was a close 
friend of Mertz. The heroin 
was bound eventually for a 
Cosa Nostra organization in 
Miami, Fla. 

The investigation quickly 
led to the arrests in the Unit¬ 
ed States of Jean Nebbia, 
Louis Douheret and Nonce 
L u c c a r i t i. All were on the 
American end of the Mertz 
ring. Nebbia drew $20,000 for 
his defence from Mertz’ New 
York bank account. 

Later they made statements 
implicating Cecchini and 
Mertz to varying degrees; 
they told about the car-heroin 
shipments. American authori¬ 
ties forwarded the informa¬ 
tion to France. 


Arrested, Released 


Acting on the American in¬ 
formation, French police 
arrested Cecchini on May 5, 
1966, at his elaborately fur¬ 
nished villa in Quartier de la 
Roumaine, Saulz. 

In his driveway and garage 
were three cars, an Alfa 
Romeo, an MG and a Mer¬ 
cedes. In the house, police 
found ammunition and three 
handguns, a Remington Colt 
11.43-mm., a 9-mm. Smith and 
Wesson and a o-rnm. Parabel- 
lum. 

Cecchini was jailed to await 
trials But on Feb. 11, 1967, 10 
months later, he was quietly 


European Have-Not Groups Becoming Angry 

Labor Revolution Feared 


By KEVIN DOYLE, from London 

The revolutionary potential of European labor bodies is 
reported by informants to be under close study by a branch 
of Britain’s Institute for Strategic Studies as well a* by 
NATO groups. 

This doesn’t mean tyat high authorities are 'worried 
that the black flag of anarchism is suddenly about to be un¬ 
furled on the restless Continent. 

Nevertheless there have been indications that European 
governments are becoming increasingly aware of the anger 
of working groups, the unemployed, pensioners, jobless grad¬ 
uates and others unhappy with their living conditions and 
their future. 

★ ★ 

Informants sdy the institute study was commissioned by 
the European Common Market. They say the studies are not 
of vital importance. But lingering concern with the subject 
may provide a basic explanation tor a welter of social 
policies and proposals offered across Western Europe with 
rapidity and often with little apparent planning. 

Revolution has been a repetitive aspect of the European 
way of life from Charlemagne through Napoleon, to the anti¬ 
monarchist riots of 1848 and the rise of Hitler and Mussolini. 
A professor of political economy at the University of Heidel¬ 
berg recently commented: 

"This awareness (of revolution) is having an inevitable 
effect on policies. Practically everything that is done by the 
/nen of power in Western Europe today can be explained as a 
general, unplanned fumbling for the best means of defence 
against ‘them’ — the workers, the poor, the immigrants, the 
conscious revolutionaries." 


Perhaps the most obvious example of policies being ad¬ 
justed is in Britain where the Conservative government, 
elected in 1970 on a platform of allowing market forces to 
work freely, now has swung over to extensive interventionist 
programs to promote social welfare. 

★ ★ ★ 

But the same trend may have been operating when the 
heads of Common Market countries met in Paris last Oc¬ 
tober. At that time they instructed the European communi¬ 
ty’s bureaucrats to draw up a full "social policy for Europe" 
hy the end of 1973 and stressed the importance of building a 
Common Market for the common man. 

Regional policies to assist slow-growth areas have recent¬ 
ly been given a new impetus and increased fund* by /fte com¬ 
munity and extensive programs for re-training and* compen¬ 
sating those out of work are being enlarged. 

Perhaps most important is the gradual preparation by 
the community of a policy which would allow for worker rep¬ 
resentation on the boards of directors of companies, a system 
already in limited use in West Germany. There are many, 
other similar'examples reported daily. 

Joe Rogaly, political scientist and journalist with Bri¬ 
tain’s Financial Times newspaper, sums up the trend as well 
as seems possible at the moment:

_"IhC._dbanges already brought about by a burgeoning 

consciousness of the possibility of revolution are irrevocable 
and . .* are so extensive that there is a sense in which the 
revolution ha* already taken place, although governments 
have yet to learn to keep ahead of events rather than two 
paces behind them." 




States over an eight year 
period.

On June 26, 1970, Mertz was 
released from jail pending 
further development* in the 
case. A month later Bousquet 
and his co-defendants went on 
trial and were convicted tor 
their part in the ring between 
1965 and 1968. 
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‘Never Heard of Him’ 


Theq in April, 1971, De¬ 
louette a was arrested. Thei 
United States queried France: 
What was SDEC’s involve¬ 
ment? On July 5, 1971, the 
government ptft Mertz and 
Cecchini on trial. They were 
each convicted and sentenced 
to five years in jail. 

We asked Paul Knight, head 
of the U.S. Bureau of Narcot¬ 
ics and Dangerous Drugs in 
Europe (Paris office), for 
more information on Mertz. 
"Mertz?" he replied. "I never 
heard of him." We got the 
same response from a spokes¬ 
man for the French national 
police In Paris. 

Achille Cecchini never went 
to jail, although he was sen¬ 
tenced to five years. He 
missed his trial after entering 
a hospital and getting state¬ 
ments from two Marseilles 
doctors that he-was too ill to 
be moved. Later a court-ap¬ 
pointed doctor agreed and 
Cecchini remained free. 

Occasionally since then he 
has been seen at his Mar¬ 
seilles nightclub and at two 
other Marseilles clubs owned 
by his mistress. And he was 
recently identified while at a 
bar in Marseilles, talking to 
heroin mob boss Dominic 
Venturi and his aide, Bartho- 
lemy Regazzi. 

We visited Knight to ask 
him about Cecchinj. He sat 
behind a period desk in his 
private Paris office cleaning 
his gun. For the occasion he 
had doffed his full-jength 
leather coat. 

"I’ve only got a minute, I 
have to pose for some pic¬ 
tures," he explained. "What 
do you want?" 

"It’s about Achille Cec¬ 
chini," we explained. 

"Cecchini, Cecchini. .." he 
mused; "Qh, ye$. He’s about 


80 years old, an old man down 
in Marseilles. But I guess he’s 
still doing something."

released pending a trfal for 
which no date was set. He 
resumed his position as heroin 
supplier to the Mertz opera¬ 
tion. 

Mertz was n«t arrested. But 
his right-hand man, Bousquet, 
was. Ten months later he, too, 
was released pending a trial 
for which no date was set. He 
returned to work for Mertz. 

They continued to ship the 
heroin hidden in ears until 
1968 at the rate of nearly a 
quarter of a ton a year. By 
the end of 1968, the Mertz ring 
had shipped more than two 
tons of heroin to the United

The Capital Region hospital 
board has a $4.1 million back¬ 
log of work to complete as it 
prepares to publicize a new 
22.5 million referendum sched¬ 
uled for March 31. 

Most of this backlog — 
about three-quarters of the 
money — is earmarked for 
the construction of 210 extend¬ 
ed-care beds, the remaining 
block of a 600-bed commit¬ 
ment made in 1968. 

Seventy-five of these beds 
are to be built in the Colwood- 
Langford area, in an institu¬ 
tion to replace St Mary's 
Priory hospital. Plans for the 
rest are vague, but the board 


has Agreed to build* them 
"within the urban core of the 
region.” 

Since the referendum of Oc¬ 
tober, 1968, the board has 
spent $8,658,600, as disclosed 
in a balance sheet released at 
a meeting of the board 
Wednesday, litis is only about 
65 per cent of what the board 
had expected to spend. 

As for the March 31 referen¬ 
dum, the hospital board ' 
agreed to accept two amend¬ 
ments proposed by the B.C. 
Hospital Instance Service, to 
make the wording even more 
flexible.

Builders’ Man Raps 
B.C. Labor Relations 


Man is still in the dinosaur 
age when It comes to labor- 
management relations, $ie 
Canadian Institute of Plumb¬ 
ing and Heating was told 
Wednesday night. 

‘ 4 Some way must be found 
to short-circuit strikes and 
lockouts,” Construction Labor 
Relations Association pres¬ 
ident Chuck Connaghan told 
about 40 members of the insti¬ 
tute’s B.C. chapter at its first 
meeting ever held outside 
Vancouver. 

He explained that 1974 is a 
“crunch year” in the con¬ 
struction industry, when 
about 50 union contracts will 
have to be settled. 

“The major objective of 
CLRA will be to avoid work 
stoppages,” he said. He added 
that given half a chance, the 
objective will be reached. 

He recalled 1972 as being a 
strife-tom labor year when 
about 70,000 construction 
workers in B.C. were off their 
jobs in a strike-lockout situa¬ 
tion. 

Connaghan said CLRA was 
formed in 1969 by the contrac¬ 
tors to enable them to have 
"power parity” with the 
unions during contract negoti¬ 
ations. 

He said it was difficult to 
get contractors to band to¬ 
gether because it is a highly 
^competitive business aiyl 
mere was a general feeling of 
mistrust and an unwillingness 
to co-operate. 


He told tjtie meeting the as¬ 
sociation represented 400 con¬ 
tractors when it was first 
formed, and now has a mem¬ 
bership of 850. 

Connaghan said that up to 
the present, labor legislation 
has been written to protect 
the working man and the 
rights of management are 
continuing to diminish. 


He said that B.C. is the 
most highly-unionized prov¬ 
ince in Canada, and to ge-t 
fair labor contracts, manage¬ 
ment found it also had to or^ 
ganize. 

He emphasized that by or¬ 
ganizing, management could 
dose the gap in the unequal 
bargaining power it has with 
tlie unions. 


The Capital Regional Board 
wants to put an end to the 
creation of subdivisions which 
are nothing but "bedroom 
communities, with their 
sterile, suburban sort of atmo¬ 
sphere." 

At a meeting Wednesday, 
the regional board Instructed 
its planners to allow for "em¬ 
ployment opportunities” 
throughout the Capital Region 
in the preparation of an over¬ 
all regional development plan. 

Outlining the proposal to the 
directors, Howard Elder of 
Sooke said that certain com¬ 
mercial and industrial busi¬ 
nesses should be located 
near, or even within, residen¬ 
tial areas. ** 

The aim of this move, he 
said, was to decentralize em¬ 
ployment opportunities. 

People shouldn’t have to 
drive 20 miles from their 
home to their place of work, 
he added. 

When Victoria Mayor Peter 
Pollen asked whether he 
wants to put a sawmill into a 
residential district. Elder re¬ 
plied, “We have a sawmill in 
Sooke and houses not too far 
from it. It works out very 
well.” 

He said communities should 
reflect all aspects of life, not 
just be residence-oriented. 


Except for Pollen’s one re¬ 
mark, there was no opposition 
to Elder’s proposal.

Also Thursday, a new pollu¬ 
tion control code was laid 
down for the mining and 
smelting industries in the 
province by die Pollution Con¬ 
trol Branch. 

The code is highly technical 
In nature, but Resources Min¬ 
ister Robert Williams said it 
represented more comprehen¬ 
sive and more stringent regu¬ 
lations in regards to air pollu¬ 
tion, water pollution, and solid, 
waste disposal. 

Nimsick said the changes to 
the Mineral Act were "clearly 
designed to set the (provincial 
mines) department on a new m 
course in its relations with the 
mining industry.” 

The new course, he ex¬ 
plained “will change the role 
of the department by adding 
to its traditional administra¬ 
tive function the responsibility 
of resource management.” 

The department feels the 
most sweeping changes are 
those referring to the produc¬ 
tion leases. In the past, it was 
explained, the issuing of 
21-year mineral leases on 
mining claims on public land 
was “virtually automatic” 
and that mineral lease al¬ 
lowed a person to explore and 
develop his claim and finally 
to run a productive mine on 
it. 

Under the new legislation, 
exploration and development 
may be done on any claimed 
land, and no lease will be 
Issued for that work. 

Development may Include 
some stripping, the sinking of 
some shafts and the building 
of some roads and trails to 
the claim. 

But before the mine can go 
into production the miner 
must obtain a production 
lease, now the only kind of 
mining lease that will be 
given by the crown. 

To gain such a lease he 
must submit to the mines 
minister a plan of operations 
which must then be approved 
by the minister. The minister 
will judge the plan on such 
criteria as economic viability 
of the mine, the highest possi¬ 
ble recovery of the minerals 
under production, the max¬ 
imum safety of the operation 
and "the closest consideration 
of ecological reclamation.” 

If a miner doesn’t comply 
with the terms of his lease 
given him after his plan of 
operations has been submitted, 
the minister n 
proper notice has 
suspend the leasi 
faults are remedied. 

Lease fees will be 32 an 
acre a year, and there will 
also he a 350 application fee. 

The amendments referring 
to Canadian requirement for 
obtaining mining licences will 
apply only to new individuals 
or companies which apply for 
licences. All existing certifi¬ 
cates may be renewed without 
restriction. 

But Nimsick war#t£d that 
foreign companies now min¬ 
ing in the province should 
“get their house in order be¬ 
cause there are other sessions 
coming up” which could re¬ 
sult in further changes. 

The minister said he hoped 
that within five years, 
mining in the province would 
be carried on by companies 
with a majority of Canadian 
directors or by individual Ca¬ 
nadians. 

The eight-year residence 
provision, he explained, 
allows immigrants to go into 
the mining business before 
they have lived in Canada 
long enough to become Cana¬ 
dian citizens. But they then 
have only three years’ grace 
in which to gain their Canadi- 
* an citizenship to mine In B.C. 

A certificate will be void if 
the person holding it stops 
being a Canadian corporation 
or a Canadian resident.

If ever you are going |o catch a steelhead this year the 
month of Mafcti la the nw»t likely time to do it. Freah run 
fiih are still entering the ityirs and the early-run flah have 
spawned and are mending. 

While the mended keits may he bright and provide a good 
battle, they simply are not worthwhile eating and you should 
return them to the river as, unlike salmon, they will go back 
to the sea and return to spawn another year. You xran easily 
reoognize them because they are long and slim, eel-llke in ap¬ 
pearance, compared to the fat fresh-run steelhead. 

But, the kilts reaaily take a lure and they provide plenty 
of extra excitement for the steelheader*. There Isn’t much 
you can do about hooking them anyway. They mingle with 
the freafv-runa and It la a matter of luck which you catch. 

It rained hard up-Island overnight Thursday and that 
provided a little water for the parched rivers, just enough to 
send the freahet amell down to the waiting steelhead at the 
river mouths. 

Ivan Knowles, of Tahais, went out before work Thursday 
morning and picked up two fighting steelhead on a Jensen 
Single Egg lure, which incidentally is an excellent lure for 
those finnicky summer run pteelhead you get in May, June 
and July. 

Now tr the time to consider a North Island trip to fly fish 
for steelhead in the Quatse, Clexewe and other North Island 
rjvers. 

Gold River has been producing and now is the best time 
for the Salmon and the Oyater Rivers. 

Campbell River trout fishermen, who travelled to the 
higher elevation lakes above the Brewster Lake Camp 5 area, 
found a worm fished through holes in the Ice deadly for 18 
and 20-inch cutthroats. Five anglers got their limit of 40 fish. 

Bui there has been fairly warm weatheT in that area this 
week. Hie ice might be getting a little dicy for walking on. 

Puntledge River at Courtenay came on good Wednesday, 
although it has bfeen anything but productive up to then this 
season. 

Stamp River is producing a few steelhead. 

In Sproat lake, near the mouth of Taylor River, spinners 
are standing on logs at the shore and casting a small gang 
troll and worm, and taking trout. 

Nanaimo River was high Thursday morning,, but not too 
dirty for steelheading. On Tuesday it gave up a 22-pounder. 

The Cowichan River was up, but still fishable. Now is the 
time for a March run of smaller steelhead in the Cowichan. 

Trout fishing for cutthroats and browns has been good In 
lower reaches of the Cowichan and for browns in the River- 
bottom area. 

Shawnigan has been good for trout, hvfact any low eleva¬ 
tion lake is worth testing for trout now. When the pussy 
willows bloom and the fruit tree buds start to swell, it is time 
to think about trout fishing.

Campbell River chinook salmon fishiftg oontinues fair and 
Bill Weidaman got a 22-pounder off the forestry station on 
Tuesday. 

The odd 15-pound, and better, chinook la now being taken 
by moochers off Kirby Point in Bamfield Harbor.

coaching program which will 
guide Canada's coaches in 
preparing athletes for the 1976 
Games in Montreal. 

He was in Victoria this 
week to lecture high school, 
university and club coaches 
and was also the featured 
guest at a Thursday luncheon, 
sponsored by Invictus and the 
B.C. Track and Field Associa¬ 
tion. 

Others in attendance were 
Art Hutton, the recently-ap¬ 
pointed provincial track and 
field coach, and Ron Bowker, 
executive director of the Vic¬ 
toria-based Invictus group 
and information officer of the 
BCTFA. 

Mach outlined what he 
hoped to achieve in setting up 
a national program for 
coaches and other officials 

His duties would be basical¬ 
ly that of a national co-ordina- 
tor, responsible for the devel¬ 
opment of Olympic-class 
coaches in sprints, hurdles 
and relays. The other three 
positions would deal with the 
throwing, jumping and mid¬ 
dle-distance events. 

Another very important 
post, that of national track 
and field technical director, 
has also been advertised and 
the appointee will be in 
charge of all track and field 
statistic*, films, teaching ma¬ 
terial, equipment an4 promo¬ 
tion of the sport. 

Tom McNabb, Britain’s na¬ 
tional coach, is apparently in 
line for that job. 

But here’s the crunch. 

This program will cost a 
considerable amount of 
money, far more than has 
ever been spent before on an 
Olympic program, and there 
are problems. 

The money must be ob¬ 
tained from governments, 
large corporations and other 
organizations and the present 
unrest in Ottawa over a possi¬ 
ble deficit in the millions of 
dollars has created a back¬ 
lash across Canada. 

"It’s suddenly become fash¬ 


ionable to be against the 
"Drapeau Olympics,”-Hutton 
said, "and these sources have 
withdrawn theft* promised 
support untij the federal gov¬ 
ernment makes its position 
clear." 

One of the prime contribu¬ 
tors. an international soft- 
drink company that spends 
thousands of dollars on junior 
development programs, ap¬ 
parently was ready to donate 
bout $75,000, Hutton added. 

The federal government is 
expected to make a state¬ 
ment, outlining the extent of 
its contribution, later this 
month and until then, the hir¬ 
ing of national coaches must 
wait. 

This may prove costly as 
Mach already has firm offers 
from a number of European 
countries as well as a hand¬ 
some offer from Japan. 

"Right now, we have no 
full-time national track and 
field coech," Bowker said, 
"And no national program for 
coaches to follow.” 

The Canadiaiy coach at the 
1972 Games, Lionel Pugh of 
Vancouver, is continuing as 
the jumps coach at the Uni¬ 
versity of B.C., a possible 
headquarters for the national 
coach if the program is ap¬ 
proved. 

‘‘Unfortunately, it’s been 
Canada’s policy to wait until 
the Games are a few months 
away before any effort is put 
into a national team," Bowker 
said. "This has led to a dis¬ 


couraging showing against the 
very well prepared Ameri¬ 
cans and the Europeans. As 
the host country, we must put 
on a better performance in 
1976." 

All three officials agreed 
that Canadian athletes could 
become world class if proper 
facilities and coaching were 
made available. 

"Canadians are good ath¬ 
letes,” Mach said, "but with¬ 
out the proper coaching, 
they’re not going to get much 
letter.” 

Hutton expects several 
Olympic contenders will be 
drawn from champions of the 
Canada Summer Games, 
scheduled this year in Bur¬ 
naby ana New Westminster. 

"The Summer Games track 
and field athletes will all be 
under 18 years of age and 
they will be the nucleus of our 
a976.team,” he said. 

Victoria youths who have an 
excellent chance «t making 
the 45-member B.C. team in¬ 
clude Cheryl Blevins, B^v 
Cox, Ernie Carson and Fraser 
Syme. 

"These four are the best 
bets from the Island,” Hutton 
concluded.

‘Mugging Area ’ of Park 
No Place for Firehall

The relocation of a firehall 
usually isn’t the stuff con¬ 
troversies are made erf, but 
the subject provided verbal 
sparks at Thursday’s meeting 
of city council’s finance com¬ 
mittee.

Christie snapped’. 

Bate replied that it wasn't a 
junkyard, but a part of Bea¬ 
con Hill Park left in its natu¬ 
ral state. 

”1 say it*s junk, and not 
park,” Christie fired back. 

At this stage. Mayor Peter 
Pollen entered the debate. 
Too many attempts were 
being made, he said, to erode 
the park. Road widenings and 
a suggestion to push Michigan 
Street through Beacon Hill 


Park were bad enough. There 
was no need to add to the list 
of undesirable suggestions. 

When the debate died down, 
the committee decided to 
have the fire chief prepare a 
report on possible alterna¬ 
tives. 

Said Christis, ”1 am giving 
you a simple solution to save 
$50,000.” ♦ 


The mayor added, “And you 
don’t get any credit for it.” 

In an interview following 
the meeting, the fire chief 
said the park location would 
be ideal for tlje new firehall. 
but he could understand 
Bate’s position. 

But ”it’s quite possible to 
build a iirehall that blend* in 
with the parks surroundings,” 
Simmons added. 


Mine on Trial

Mayor Peter Pollen told the 
committee it was incredible 
that “Ottawa will pay $2 bil¬ 
lion tor regional expansion 
programs, but won’t do any¬ 
thing to protect a piece of 
parkland In an urban area. 

The mayor said the city 
would have dedicated the 
property as a park, but 
couldn’t do sp until it actually 
owns the land.

The 
second count charges the 
company put mine wastes di¬ 
rectly into water frequented 
by fish. 

The offices are alleged to 
have occurred about Jan. 13. 

The trial opened before

He said the wastes, in the 
form of silt, starve fish eggs 
of oxygen. To show the river 
was frequented by fish, feder¬ 
al environment department 
biologist Otto Langer pro¬ 
duced three fish in a bottle 
that he testified were caught 
Wednesday In the Jordan.' 

The defence will present itf 
case today. 


It all happened in a 
flash Thursday—a man 
with a red wool toque 
over his head and face 
was standing on a coun¬ 
ter in the Canadian- 
Imperial Bank of Com¬ 
merce in the Mayfair 
shopping plaza and 
shouting at the 22 per¬ 
sons inside: 

“Don’t anyone move or I’ll 
blow this young girl’* head 
off.” 

Nobody moved except the 
young girl, teller Doreen 
Duke, and the young gun¬ 
man kept his sawed-off .22- 
calibre rifle pointed at her 
durihg most of the three or 
four minutes it took to rob the 
bank of $3,366. 

The hooded bandit used a 
stolen car to escape from the 
first bank holdup in Victoria 
in more than two years and 
the first in Greater Victoria 
in almost a year. Rolice 
issued descriptions of both 
bandit and car and asked t£e 
public to help find them. 

But they added a warning 
that anyone with information 
should phone police and do 
nothing more because the 
man was armed and danger¬ 
ous. 

Details of the holdup were 
disclosed by Victoria police 
officials and based on inves¬ 
tigation by Detectives Lou 
Truesdale and Ted James and 
uniformed Constable Douglas 
Potentier. 

The man was wearing the 
toque with ragged holes cut 
for his eyes when he came 
through the bank's main door 
and ran left past a pillar to 
jump on a waist-high counter 
about 20 feet from the door, 

It was about 12:25 noon. 

Miss Duke said after about 
three minutes of filling the 
bag that she had to go back to 
the desk to get a key and 
open another drawer. 

Growing increasingly fid¬ 
gety, the bandit replied, 
“That’s enough . . . hand me 
the sack.” She did and he 
. walked back down the 
counter, jumped to the floor 
where he had jumped up and 
ran out the door. 

Customers saw him get into 
a car parked just outside and 
drive at high speed south on 
Blanshard. A licence number 
of VCF 342 was obtained and 
police found scon after that 
the car had been stolen from 
the Garbally Road area. 

It had been parked there 
early Thursday morning by a 
B.C. Hydro worker. 

The bandit was described as 
22 to 25, five feet, eight inches 
tall, with shoulder-length, 
dark brown hair curling at 
the ends, and wearing a 
brown quilted nylon ski jack¬ 
et, a purple dress shirt with 
white tee-shirt under it, blue 
jeans and light brown suede 
shoes. 

The last bank holdup in Vic¬ 
toria occurred Sept. 24, 1970, 
and made world headlines 
when a young Ontario man 
robbed a Canadian Imperial 
Bank of Commerce branch at 
Yates and Government, 
wounded two policemen and 
went on car and boat chases 
that involved hostages and 
ended in the U.S.

Group Urges Right 
To Sue Government 


Citizens in B.C. should im¬ 
mediately be given the right 
to sue the provincial govern¬ 
ment without asking the gov¬ 
ernment’s permission, the 
B.C. Law Reform Commission 
has recommended. 

In one .of a series of com¬ 
mission reports tabled in the 
Legislature Thursday, the 
commission urged strongly 
that legislation be enacted to 
remove the provincial crown’s 


immunity from being sued. 

Tlw suite involved would be 
livil ones in which citizens 
would be suing the crown for 
damages caused by crown 
agencies or servants, normal¬ 
ly by their negligence, but 
possibly also by their commis¬ 
sion of other wrongs, such as 
false arrest. 

Now, in order to sue the 
crown in such a case, a per¬ 
son must obtain a fiat—writ 


Pliable Society 
‘Clogs Prisons ’ 


The permissive society, 
lack of facilities for juvenile 
delinquents, and the use of 
short-term jail sentences less 
than a month long all came 
under attack from B.C. direc¬ 
tor of corrections Selwyn 
Rocksborough Smith in his an¬ 
nual report to the govern¬ 
ment. 

Smith was somewhat criti¬ 
cal of some government poli¬ 
cies in the corrections field in 
the report, for the fiscal year 
197V-72, tabled in the Legisla¬ 
ture Thursday by Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald. 

During that year, the direc¬ 
tor noted, some 30 per cent of 
the 11,546 persons admitted to 
B.C. jails served sentences of 
less than one month. 

“The short prison sentence 
has little that can be said in 
Its favor,” he wrote. “It nei¬ 
ther deters nor reforms and is 
highly wasteful of expensive 
facilities, clogging the system 
and detracting from the 
prime purpose of imprison¬ 
ment, which is the protection 
of the community against 
crime.” 

He noted that many of those 
serving such short sentences 
were there because they 
couldn't pay a fine. 

“The fine should be related 

more accurately to 1 the .offend¬ 


er’s ability to pay,” he 
suggested. 

He also noted that 40 per 
cent of the total admissions to 
jails were between the ages of 
-18 and 23, and in this regard, 
“evidence Is noted of the in¬ 
creasing number of young of¬ 
fenders who resort to drugs 
with often tragic conse¬ 
quences.” 

However, he noted, the task 
facing the corrections staff 
“becomes increasingly dif¬ 
ficult in a permissive society 
which places the rights of the 
individual ahead of the indi- 
widual’s responsibility to the 
fcommunity; where standards 
are viewed with suspicion; 
and the young are openly en¬ 
couraged to ‘do their own 
thing.’” 

But he said some success 
had been achieved during the 
year In showing young drug- 
users an alternative life-style 
through a search and leader¬ 
ship training program at 
three young-offenders camps. 

It was, he wrote, a matter 
of urgent priority that author¬ 
ity for adequate control and 
management of more difficult 
juvenile deliquente, particu- 
lary the 14-to-16-year-alds, be 
established by the govern¬ 
ment. 


of permission — from the pro¬ 
vincial cabinet. If the cabinet 
doesn’t wish to grant one — 
and it frequently doesn’t — 
there’s often nothing the indi¬ 
vidual can do. 

Attorney - General Alex 
' Macdonald has indicated he 
wishes to eliminate this sys¬ 
tem. but so far has introduced 
n6 iegisiation whieh would 
allow the crown to be sued. 

The law reform commission 
report states that it believes 
the length of time the system 
has persisted “seems more 
the result of inertia than of 
any merit in the law.” The 
system, it suggested, has “Ht- 
tle to be said in its favor and 
much to be said against it.” 

It noted that nearly every 
jurisdiction in. the western 
hemisphere now gave the citi¬ 
zens the same right to sue the 
crown as they would have to 
sue any other citizen. In Can¬ 
ada. only B.C., Prince Ed¬ 
ward Island and New¬ 
foundland persist in the old 
system. 

The commission had under¬ 
taken a survey of the seven 
Canadian provinces which 
had established the principle 
of the citizen’s right to sue the 
crown, and had not found that 
any of them had had any dif¬ 
ficulty with it. 

The average cost appeared 
to be about $50,000 a year, 
and no province had experi¬ 
enced “a rash of frivoloufc or 
vexatious suits against the 
government.’’ 

The commission concluded 
that basically the crown 
should have no more exemp¬ 
tions irom being sued, but 
neither should it have any 
more responsibility than any 
other citizen, this is the case 
in some jurisdictions, such as 
France and Switzerland, 
where the crown is liable for 
damages it causes, even if 
negligence can’t be proved. 

The report on suing the 
crown was one of several 
h a n the o down Thursday. 
Others dealt with legal techni¬ 
calities of evidence, and with 
mechanics’ lien actions and 
other complex aspects of deb- 
tor-creditor relationships. 


No Restrictions to Life—Unless Self-Imposed

It is variously called the 
last taboo, the operation no¬ 
body talks about, one of most 
psychologically jolting physi¬ 
cal problems that one can 
Imagine. 

A full-grown adult must 
cope with the fact that he or 
she no longer has control over 
a vital part of the body. There 
is no real cure. 

Without therapy end special 
attention, the person will 
often withdraw from society, 
worried about his employ¬ 
ment propspecte, his family 
and his sexual functibns. 




It can strike a newborn 
baby, or a man of 95. 

The problem Is a disease of 
the bowl or bladder that 
leaves the sufferer 6|>owerless 
to control the excretion of 
bodily wastes. The operation 
is called an ostomy, and it is 
estimated that 150 such opera¬ 
tions are performed in Vic¬ 
toria every year. 

The operation consists of re¬ 
moving the diseased part of 
the bladder or bowel, and 
rerouting waste through a 
canal out of the body 

over, the’^'flomaoh. The os- 
tomate wears a plastic bag at 
all times. 

Registered Nurse Aileen 
Barer, herself an ostomate 


and only one of two enteros¬ 
tomal therapists in B.C., reck¬ 
ons that Vancouver Island 
alone has more than 1,000 ot- 
tomates. 

And the little-known Island 
Ostomy Association is trying 
to bring as many of them to¬ 
gether as possible to restore a 
little spark into their social 
lives. 

The association has only 44 
members at the present time, 
but it is holding its first meet¬ 
ing outside Victoria on Sun¬ 
day, at Nanaimo Regional 
Hospital. 

In a recent interview, Mrs. 
Barer, a mother of five, 
talked about the immediate 
psychological consequences of 


the operation and her unique 
role as a comforter and coun¬ 
sellor to ostomates. 

“We are all brought up to 
regard toilet training and 
being dean as a major thing. 
Imagine then, an adult hear¬ 
ing from his doctor that he 
has lost proper bowel or blad¬ 
der function. 

"That’s why it’s such a 
traumatic thing, equal in 
trauma to that of a woman 
having a breast removed.” 

She calls an ostomy “an al¬ 
tered means of elimination” 
but for many people terrified 
of embarrassment it becomes 
an altered life. 

The disease can hit a young

married person, as it did Mrs. 
Barer at age 29, with "very 
debilitating" effects on one’s 
mental and physical well-be¬ 
ing. 

“And then there are the 
older people who, if they 
leave the hospital with no 
knowledge and poor appli¬ 
ances, becomes recluses.” 

Knowledge and proper ap¬ 
pliances. These are the tooft 
of Mrs. Barer’s trade as she 
makes her regular rounds 
Rmong ostomates, young and 
old, in Victoria. 

Her tnessage, and that tit 
the association is; You can 
live a full and proper life. 
Look, there’is even a football 


player in the city who has 
undergone an ostomy. 

“I tell my women that the 
only thing they can’t do is 
model bikinis. 

“Furthermore, I’ve never 
known one solid marriage to 
be ruined by this thing.” 

Mrs. Barer said interest in 
oslomal therapy has in¬ 
creased as a result of the 
Vietnam war. Veterans are 
returning with shattered 
bodies, many of them with 
damaged bladder function, 
and pressure is growing for 
more therapy training 
schools. 

One of her success stories is 
a 28-year-old girl who fell 
from a tree and was para¬ 


lysed from the waist down. 
She persevered, and recently 
earned a BA in psychology. 

The pstomate faces a life of 
carrying the plastic bag out 
side the body, and this results 
in worried questions about the 
possibility of marriage and 
childbirth, continued physical 
activity, sex, holding down a 
job, and special diets. 

“But there Are no restric¬ 
tions to life unless they want 
to put restrictions them¬ 
selves," she said. “There is a 
convention once a year, and 
last time. 840 ostomales from 
all over the world — Austra¬ 
lia, Hawaii and Canada — 
came together. 


Mrs. Barer had her opera¬ 
tion in 1962, and she wqj “ap¬ 
palled” at the lack of knowl- 
. edge among nurses. It was 
still very much a taboo sub¬ 
ject, and a taboo implies ig¬ 
norance. 

She brought the matter to 
the attention of local sur¬ 
geons, and three years later 
had set up a complete pre-and 
post-operative service. She 
counsels other ostomates and 
their families, recommends 
and orders appliances for 
them and brings many back 
normal social life. 

Her one regret is that her 
services are not covered by 
B.C.’s medicare plan.

Marion Clayton Link didn’t 
want to take that first dive. 
She didn’t have much con¬ 
fidence in her swimming abil¬ 
ity, and she was not used to 
the oxygen tank strapped to 
her back. 

But her husband’s enthusi¬ 
asm for hunting buried trea¬ 
sure was contagious, so she 
took 4he plunge. 

At first her feet refused to 
stay below her head, and the 
fish frightened her a bit But 
gradually, she was charmed 
by the quiet beauty of the 
deepsea world. Somewhere 
beneath the waves was the 
start of Marion Link’s love af¬ 
fair with diving, an affair that 
has brought her honor, adven¬ 
ture, publishing contracts, 
and her husband's whole¬ 
hearted approval. 

Since that day 20 years ago, 
Marion and Edwin A. Link, 
the aviation pioneer and re¬ 
tired industrialist, have ex¬ 
plored the sunken cities of 
Caesarea and Port Royal. 
They’ve gone on expeditions 
for the National Geographic 
Institution. 

They've recovered ancient 
Roman cooking pots from the 
Sea of Galilee; Grecian pot¬ 
tery from the harbor at Syra¬ 
cuse, Sicily; jewelry, coins, 
and grape shot from ship¬ 
wrecks in the Florida Keys 
and the Caribbean. They’ve 
challenged an accepted theory 
about Christopher Columbus’ 
first landing in the' New 
World, and introduced a new 
one of their own. 

More recently, however. 
Mr. and Mrs. Link have shift¬ 
ed their attention from gold 
doubloons and pieces of eight 
to fish farming and oceanog¬ 
raphy. What sparked the 
change was Ed Link’s realiza¬ 
tion that treasure hunting is 
more of an engineering prob¬ 
lem than an adventurer’s rid¬ 
dle. 

From his own experience, 
he knew there was no way a 
diver could live and work at 
great depths for an extended 
period of time. Many of the 
Greek sponge divers who 
tried it were killed. Others 
suffered from exhaustion, 
cold, and hunger, after de¬ 
compressing for hours in the 
water.

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NEW ORLEANS (AP) - A 
radical redesign of education 
that would postpone reading, 
writing and arithmetic until 
junior high school — starting 
in Grade X-— has been pro¬ 
posed by a university psychol¬ 
ogist. 

Dr. William D. Rohwer, a 
professor at the University of 
California's Berkeley campus 
and resident psychologist at 
the Institute for Human 
Learning, said schooling 
should be organized to capi¬ 
talize on age and other dif¬ 
ferences among children. 

Under his plan, the early 
years in school would be full 
of diverse projects, with an 
emphasis on success and 
quality, rather than the tradi¬ 
tional three Rs. 

"With only a few excep¬ 
tions, the data indicate that 
the older the student, the 
more efficiently and effective¬ 
ly he can learn to perform the 
task,” he said. "Moreover, 
the more likely that what he 


learn* will be transferable." 

Rohwer said the purpose of 
the early years —. kindergar¬ 


ten through Grade 6 would 
be to prepare for success in 
high school.

Legislation designed to pre¬ 
vent harrassment ot debtors 
by collectors was introduced 
into the B.C. Legislature 
Thursday by Attorney- 
General Alex Macdonald. 

Amont other things, a debt 
collector may not com¬ 
municate with a debtor, his 
family or his employer, in 
such a way that “because dt 
the nature ot frequency of the 
communications, alarm, 
distress, and humiliation are 
likely to result.” 

The Debt Collection Act was 
one of four pieces ot legisla¬ 
tion which Macdonald in¬ 
troduced Thursday afternoon. 

One of the other was 
amendments to the Small 
Claims Act which will allow 
the court to handle cases in¬ 
volving debts and damages up 
to 51,000, double the present 
5500. 

The Debt Collections Act is 
essentially a revised version 
of the present Collection 
Agents Act. Many of the 
changes in it were suggested 
by the provincial law reform 
commission, Macdonald said. 

Chief change will be the ad¬ 
dition of the section which 
will ban what Macdonald 
called “unfair harrassment” 
by collection agents. 

The bill lists 10 specific 
practices which will no longer 
by allowed. They include r 

• Communicating with 
the debtor’s employer without 
his consent, except to verify 
that the debtor is in fact em¬ 
ployed: 

• Use of ' a document 
which looks like an official 
court document; 

• Collecting, or trying to 
collect, more money than the 
actual debt: 

• Telephone calls or 
visits to a j>erson during 
hours prohibited by regula¬ 
tions to be made by cabinet. 
Macdonald said this will 
mean during the night or on 
Sundays. 

A collector who uses any of 
these practices, or otherwise 
exerts “undue, excessive, or 
unreasonable pressure upon a 
debtor,” his family or em¬ 
ployers, will be told to stop 
the practice by a government 
official. 

If he fails to stop it, he Is 
guilty of an offence. An indi¬ 
vidual is liable to a fine of be¬ 
tween 5100 and 51.000 and a 
corporation to a fine of be¬ 
tween 5200 and 55,000. 

The act also makes provi¬ 
sion for the licensing and 
bonding of all collection 
agents, collectors and bailiffs. 

Amendments to the Small 
Claims Act will speed up the 
process in the small claims 
court and make it more infor¬ 
mal, so it will be still easier 
for persons to conduct small 
claims cases without a law¬ 
yer. 


The increase in the limit 
from 5500 to 51,000, he said, 
was also to allow more people 
to conduct these cases without 
the need of hiring a lawyer. 
Cases involving amounts be¬ 
tween 51,000 and 53.000 ‘Will 
now go to country courts, and 
those involving more than 
53,000 to B.C. Supreme Court.

Executive members of the 
Union of B.C. Municipalities 
made “some valid sugges¬ 
tion” concerning the govern¬ 
ment’s controversial Land 
Commission Act at a 114-hour 
meeting with Municipal Af¬ 
fairs Minister James 
Lorimer, the minister said 
later Thursday. 

Lorimer said he would pass 
the ideas of the UBCM on to 
other members of cabinet, but 
didn’t want to predict whether 
any of them would be adopt¬ 
ed.

The brief described the leg¬ 
islation as “the most drastic 
and far-reaching piece of leg¬ 
islation ever introduced into 
the laws of this province, per¬ 
haps the most significant legis¬ 
lation ever introduced into 
Canada.” 

The bill, known as Bill 42, 
would set up a cabinet-ap¬ 
pointed Provincial Land Com¬ 
mission, which would have 
wide-ranging powers govern¬ 
ing land use ana zoning of 


farmland, parkland, green- 
belt land, (md urban landbank 
land. *

provincial government in

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If you are planning on putting in any 
fruit or shade trees this spring, better 
not put it off too long. True, the condi¬ 
tion of the soil in some gardens is still 
rather wet and sloppy and unpleasant to 
work.^ut there are ways and means of 
overcoming these troubles. 

If you haven’t selected and ordered 
your trees yet, better get cracking, for 
the first rule in the nursery business is 
“first come, first served,” and the 
early bird always has the best choice of 
material. 

Then, while awaiting delivery of 
your trees, the thing to do is get a^good 
supply of soil in under cover so it can 
dry off and lose some of its excess 
moisture. Given a good supply of rea¬ 
sonably dry soil to work in around the 
roots, you can still plant even if the 
spring rains should ttfrn your garden 
into a sea of sloppy mud. 

This dry soil, stored under cover 
until the actual job of planting begins, 
will be used for filling in around the 
roots. This is the soil in which’ the mi¬ 
croscopic root hairs will form and 
grow, hence it is most important that 
its texture should be congenial to these 
roots; it should also contain a supply of 
slow-acting, long-lasting plant food. 

With this in mind, I store my pile of 
fill-in soil on the cement floor of our 
garage: on a good hard surface like 
this, it is easy to turn and mix it with a 


coal shovel. I add peat moss to it at the 
rate of one bucket of peat to three of 
soil, and to this is added two cupfuls of 
bone meal. 

Don’t skimp on the elbow grease 
when it comes td mixing these ingre¬ 
dients. Not only is it important to get 
the bone meal distributed evenly 
throughout the mass, but the turning 
and mixing aerates the* soil and im¬ 
proves Its texture. 

If you have atfy reason to suspect 
the drainage on your land, it is a good 
idea to take out the planting holes well 
in advance of planting, then watch them 
to see if there is any tendency to fill up 
with water. 

It Ls a waste of time and money to 
put a tree’s roots into such a sump hole, 
and some means should be taken to 
drain the land before undertaking any 
planting, even if this means postponing 
your tree-planting project until fall. 

In taking out the planting pits, DO 
make sure they are wide enough 
across. They don’t have to be overly 
deep — 14 inches is ample — but they 
MUST be big enough to take the full 
spread of the roots without any bending 
or cramping. You see, the all-important 
jxjrtions of the roots are the tips, and 
nothing must be allowed to interfere 
with the free fjow of sap to these active 
and busy tips. 

I like to make a small hummock or 


mound of soil in the middle of my plant¬ 
ing pit; I beat the top and sloping sides 
of the mound with the back of the spade 
until it is quite hard and firm. I sit my 
tree up on this mound, with the roots 
Hoping outward and gently downward, 
then I check tor depth of planting. 

The point of reference is the swelling 
on the lower stem that marks the place 
where the tree was grafted. With fruit 
trees, this graft union should be two 
inches above ground level when plant¬ 
ing is completed. Shade trees can go in 
with the graft union an inch below soil 
level. 

With your tree In position, start fill¬ 
ing in over the roots with your prepared 
peat-soil-fertilizer mixture, jiggling the 
plant up and down occasionally as the 
work progresses to work the dryish soil 
around and under the roots. When 
planting is about two-thirds complete, 
stop and pour in a bucketful of water to 
which has been added some Alginure or 
some vitamin B-l. When this drains 
away, complete the filling in with loose, 
dry soil on top/ 

Every newly planted tree must have 
a stake, for the slightest rocking in the 
wind will tend to break the fine root 
hairs just as they are beginning to 
“marry” the soil. The best plan is to in¬ 
sert the stake firmly before filling in, to 
avoid spearing any of the precious 
roots.

Guilt Is a Negative State 


•No word is harder to define 
Uian guilt. It seems to lurk in 
a kind of semantic no-man*s- 
land between shame and anxi¬ 
ety. Guilt is what one feels 
when one feels bad, but for 
obscure reasons. 

+, Guilt feelings,” as the psy¬ 
chiatrist and distinguished es¬ 
sayist Leslie Farber has ob¬ 
served, “are the most bewil¬ 
dering of all feelings, not 
merely personally but ... to 
other people.” 

Who has not found a friend 
“feeling guilty” and indeed 
apologizing for heinous acts 
or flaws which are fibt hei¬ 
nous at all? Barely half as 
heinous, in fact, as other acts 
or flaws for which he offers 
not the slightest apology. 

Guilt may be the most poor¬ 
ly aimed of all the emotions. 
Yet, scatter-gun though it 
may be, it keeps going off. 

★ ★ ★ 

Guilt is so fashionably ver¬ 
balized—so regularly on tap, 
so to speak—that people are 
likely to feel guilt whenever 
they are not feeling anything 
else. Supply a psychic vacu¬ 
um; guilt will fill it. 

“I think it’s a hideous 
thing,” Dr. Farber concluded 
at one point in a discussion 


sponsored by the Partisan Re¬ 
view on Questions of Guilt. 
Another panelist, Robert Lit¬ 
ton, a Yale psychiatrist and 
the author of a study on sur¬ 
vivors of Hiroshima, took 
quite a different view. 

Guilt feelings, Dr. Lifton 
suggested, can be a healthy 
preamble to reformation — in 
Freud’s words, “the emotions 
of the past energiang the fu¬ 
ture.” 

Lifton argued furthermore 
for a concept of “collective 
guilt,” citing the late German 
plulosphor Karl Jaspers: “We 
Germans have the task of 
forming and shaping our own 
guilt.” 

★ ★ ★ 

“Living in America now,” 
Dr. Lifton declared, “is suf¬ 
ficient cause to feel guilty.” 

Guilt, alas, has become the 
ultimate blackmail — a kind 
of sneaky judo that turns, a 
person’s reflexes against him¬ 
self. Or as Farber said: “The 
middle class is on every side 
subjected to a demand that it 
feel guilty about something.” 

Organizations and commit¬ 
tees are formed to remind Bne 
loudly and constantly that one 
is not, perhaps, a good enough 
parent, a considerate enough 
husband or wife, a sufficiently 


informed cr sufficiently active 
citizen. 

If the organizations and 
committees don’t get you, the 
magazine wTiters will, with 
their articles beginning: 
“What are you doing about 

Categories of mea culpa are 
prefabricated and mass- 
produced. “One can join,” as 
Farber remarked, in feeling 
collectively guilty about 
“being a racist, or being a 
sexist, or believing that 
Everyman is Eichmann, or 
whatever.” 

★ ★ ★ 

But, he protests, there is 
something evasive about col¬ 
lective guilt when it is used in 
this fashion” — and some¬ 
thing excessive. r 

Who does not feel a surfeit 
of guilt in his own life and In 
the lives of others? It is as if 
self-criticism were now run¬ 
away, turning a virtue into a 
vice. What begins as a scru¬ 
pulous conscience ends up as 
an abject sense of personal 
worthlessness. 

At this point, guilt becomes 
a form of paralysis, and po¬ 
tentially something worse. 
For while aggression can lead 
to guilt — as well it should — 
guilt is finally a state of frus¬ 


tration that can lead to the 
most savage sorts of agres¬ 
sion. 

The very word guilt is 
obsessive. As long as one uses 
it, one is stuck in a kind erf 
orbit. If one substitutes the 
word responsibility, one may 
break out. Responsibility is 
what guilt would translate to 
if it ever became positive. But 
guilt is a negative state. 

Guilt 1b that attitude that 
makes a dozen cars pull to 
the side of the road when a 
policeman blows his whistle. 
It is a loess of innocence car¬ 
ried to the breaking pojnt. 

Very young children are 
charming because they have 
not learned guilt. Very old 
people can be charming be¬ 
cause they have forgotten it. 
or no longer care. 

The rest of us have a prob¬ 
lem that may be dramatized 
thus: 

Guilt (stemlyt: Just a min¬ 
ute there! 

Self: Who, me? 

Guilt: Yes, you. 

Self: Why? 

Guilt: Don’t you know why? 

Self (guiltily): Yes, I guess 
I do. 

Guilt: Good man. I knew 
you’d think of something.

PORT ALICE •Suspected 
cases in the Port Alice diph¬ 
theria outbreak have risen to 
four, public health authorities 
announced Thursday. 

Dr, Li~ A. Gibson, director 
of the Upjier Island Health 
Unit said two of the cases 
were pretty definite." but 
Tab confirmations are being 
awaited. 

He said the four cases in¬ 
clude one adult and three chil¬ 
dren. One of the children is 
the brother of 10-year-old 
Diane Lundin, who was the 
first confirmed case rejxnted 
Friday. 

Gibson said one of the sus¬ 
pects is being kept In isolation 
in the Port Alice hospital for 
observation purposes by Dr. 
Darryl Morris, Port Alice’s 
only physician. 

The other sus|>ected cases 
are being given heavy doses 
of antibiotics^and are resting 
at home. • 

Gibson explained the dif¬ 
ference between a suspiKt 
and a confirmed carrier. He 


said the lab tests consisted of 
two stages.

The insurgent Pathet Lan 
forces in Laos have informed 
Canadian representatives in 
Vientiane to "expect encour¬ 
aging new$* soon" on Lloyd 
Oppel of Courtenay. Canadian 
Press reported from Saigon 
Thursday, 

Oppel. captured in Northern 
I^ios last October while work¬ 
ing with a missionary group 
was one of two Canadians list¬ 
ed as prisoners in a list from 
Hanoi following the Vietnam¬ 
ese cease-fire.. 

The other Canadian. Marc 
Cayer of St. Raymond, Que¬ 
bec, was released in Hanoi 
about Mo weeks ago and now 
is in Canada. 

A Canadian official in Hanoi 
was told last week'by a North 
Vietnamese official to talk to 
the Pathet Lao group in Vien¬ 
tiane about Oppel. 

The official said contact had 
been made in the Laotion cap¬ 
ital and that inquiries are 
continuing. A Pathet Lao dele¬ 
gation is in Hanoi because of 
the recent (ease-fire agree¬ 
ment. 

"We have been told by the 
Pathet Luo to expect encour¬ 
aging news soon,” aaid a Ca¬ 
nadian s{>okesman in Saigon. 

"We had hoped that be¬ 
cause of the signing of the 
truce agreement in Laos that 
this would facilitate an early 
release/' he said, adding that 
so far there has been no date. 

There was also the fact that 
he is a civilian prisoner and 
neither he nor Canada had 
anything to do with the war. 

In Ottawa, shaking before 
the Commons external affairs 
committee. Arthur • Andrew, 
director of Pacific and Aslan 
Affairs, said the North Viet¬ 
namese regard Canadians 
who have been captured "ex¬ 
actly the same way as Ameri¬ 
cans."

Vientiane. 

"We have not insisted on 
this course," said the ICCF' 
spokesman. "If there is any 
earlier op|»ortunity or-quicker 
way of handling the release 
we are all for it." 

Although Oppel’s name was 


on the list of prisoners issued 
by Hanoi, the North Vietnam¬ 
ese disclaimed any knowledge ^ 
of his whereabouts. 

As with prisoners captured 
in South Vietnam, the North 
Vietnamese, who do not admit 
to having troops in the south 
or in other neighboring areas, 
prefer to have the release 
made by the insurgent forces 
in the areas concerned.* 

"We are certainly trying 
hard to have him released 
any way available and as 
soon as |>ossible," the spokes 
man said. "We hope to hear* 
something soon."

The two-member Progres¬ 
sive Conservative group in the 
Legislature found no allies on 
either side of the house for its 
proposal that Agriculture 
Minister David Stupich's sal¬ 
ary be reduced to $1. 

Dr. Scott Wallace (PC 
Oak Bay) proposed the dras¬ 
tic reduction of the minister’s 
$21,000 salary — the more 
usual form of this traditional 
non-confidence motion is to 
reduce the salary by $1 — 
during the debate on Stupich's 
office vote. 

The Tory house leader said 
the motion was based upon 
the minister’s performance 
over the past five month dur¬ 
ing which Stupich had "done 
so little for the farmer and 
then brought in a policy which 
will put the farmer at a 
furher disadvantage." 

His policy reference was ap- 
l»arently the controversial 
land Commission Act, brought 
in last week, but members 
aren't allowed to discuss leg¬ 
islation until it formally 
comes before the house. 

Highways Minister Robert 
Strachan quickly sprang to 
h i s colleague’s defence, 
claiming Wallace's motion 
presented not his own views 
but those of party leader Der- 
ril Warren, who failed to win 
a seat in the Aug. 30 election. 

In it, Strachan said, the 
Tories were trying to blame 
Stupich for everything "from 
thtf vagaries of the weather to 
the well-controlled free en¬ 
terprise system which that 
party supports and we reject”, 
for the plight of B.C. farmers. 

The motion represents the 
“determination by the leader 
of that group, not the house 
leader, to ( prove that agricul¬ 
ture has no place in the prov¬ 
ince of B.C. They have writ¬ 
ten agriculture off, saying it’s 
too late, let the entrepreneur’s 
have it.” 

Wallace shouted repeatedly: 
“I did’t say that, I didn’t say 
that.” 

But Strachan ignored him 
winding up with a promise 
that the NDP would "never 
write agriculture off.”

Eskimo Survivor 
Starved to Death 


YEttCbWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) — David Kootook, the 
14-year-old Eskimo boy' who 
survived in the wilderness 
with pilot Marten Hartwell for 
23 days after an Arctic plane 
crash, died mainly of starve 
tion, a pathologist testified 
Thursday. 

Tlte boy’s stomach con¬ 
tained lichens, spruce need¬ 
les, wild cranberry leaves, 
part of a walnut, bark and 
wood, some artificial fibres 
and a drug identified as a 
tranquillizer. 

With all of their emergency 
rations exhausted, the boy 
and Harttteell had consumed 
dings In a .nurses’ kit, not 
knowing nor caring what they 
were. 

Pathologist Laurier Boutan 
of Edmonton told a coroner’s 
Inquest investigating the 


deaths of the boy and two 
other persons In the plane 
crash that the cause of Da¬ 
vid's death “can be inferred 
from the great emaciation 
demonstrated^..” 

The boy at the time of death 
was five-foot-five and weighed 
75pounds. It was not known 
how much he weighed before 
the crash. 

The boy had been diagnosed 
by doctor in his home com¬ 
munity of Spence Bay as suf¬ 
fering from appendicitis but 
the pathologist said he found 
nb sign of appendicitis during 
his autopsy. 

However, he did find an 
ulcer in the boy’s stomach 
which had penetrated deeply 
through the stomach wall. 
This ulcer, he said, could 
have been mistaken for ap¬ 
pendicitis in its early stages.

The letter, written Nov .*22, 
14 days after the crash, asks 
the pilot’s son to take $3,000 
from Hartwell’s estate. 

Hartwell, the only survivor 
of one of the most controver¬ 
sial crashes in Arctic aviation 
history, was also quoted as 
criticizing the navigational 
equipment installed in his 
plane and a radio beacon he 
had depended on to set a 
course during an ill-fated 
mercy flight. 

David Kootook, the 14-year- 
old Eskimo boy who survived 
with the pilot for 23 days be¬ 
fore dying, also wrote a letter 

In which he told his father 
and mother that he would see 
them again “in Spence Bay or 
in Heaven.” 

Hartwell was rescued after 
spending 32 agonizing days on 
a wooded hillside 40 miles 
south-southwest of Great Bear 
Lake and 180 miles off his 
mercy-flight course. 

RCMP Insp. Stanley Venner 
testified at the inquest 
Wednesday that Hartwell had 
told him he had been forced 
to eat the flesh of nurse Ju¬ 
dith Hill, who died minutes 
after the crash, in a desperate 
bid to survive when emer¬ 
gency food rations ran out 23 
days afterjhe accident. 

David Kootook wrote histtet- 
ter in the first week after the 
crash. It said:

Embassy Raid 
In Khartoum 

KHARTOUM (UPI) — Masked Palestinian Black 
September gunmen shot their way into the Saudi 
Arabian embassy here Thursday, seized two Ameri¬ 
can and several other diplomats, and demanded the 
immediate release of more than 70 jailed guerrillas 
and Sirhan Sirhan, convicted assassin of 1968 U.S. 
presidential candidate Robert Kennedy. 

A foreign office spokesman 
in Brussels said one of the 
seized diplomats, the Belgian 
charge d’affaires, was shot in 
the foot when the guerrillas 
burst into the building during 
a reception Thursday night. 

Hie British ambassador to 
the Sudan, one of three diplo¬ 
mats who had left the party 
before the incident, also re- 
Isorted there had been shoot¬ 
ing. 

The Sudan news agency 
said five diplomats were 
being held hostage inside the 
embassy — U.S. Ambassador 
Cleo Noel. American charge 
d’affaires George Curtis 
Moore, the charges d’affaires 
of Jordan and Belgium and 
the Saudi Arabian Ambas¬ 
sador, whose wife and chil¬ 
dren were also among the 
captives. Japan’s foreign 
ministry said in Tokyo, 
however, its charge d'affaires 
was also among those taken 
hostage. 

In Washington, the state de¬ 
partment said the guerrilla# 
had allowed a doctor to treat 
Noel and Moore for minor in¬ 
juries received when they 
were seized. A spokesman 
said Noel received an ankle 
injury and Moore a facial 
bruise. 

British Ambassador Ray¬ 
mond Etherington-Smith told 
the Ixmdon foreign office the 
terrorists shot their way in¬ 
side. A Sudanese doctor who 
left the embassy later would 
neither confirm nor deny th^t 
any shots were fired, howev¬ 
er. 

The French. British and So¬ 
viet ambassadors escaped by 
climbing over a wall during 
• the initial confusion, the 
agency said. 

The guerrillas, brandishing 
guns and wearing masks, in¬ 
vaded the embassy Thursday 
night during a farewell party 
for Moore. 

The gunmen demanded the 
immediate release of Sirhan. 
who is in a California prison. 

59 jailed guerrillas in Jordan, 
several female Palestinian 
guerrillas held in Israel and a 
group of radicals belonging to 
the ’Baader-Meinhof group 
arrested in West Germany. 

Sudanese troops surrounded 
the two-storey building near 
Khartoum airport and the 
cabinet held an emergency 
meeting. President Jaqfar 
Numeiry telephoned Saudi 
Arabia’s King Faisal in Jed¬ 
dah to explain the situation. 

Government officials rushed 
to the scene to tell the guerril¬ 
las of the government’s desire 
to safeguard the lives of both 
the hostages and “those who 
are responsible for the opera¬ 
tion,” the Sudan agency saidd. 

Omd\irman Radio later in¬ 
terrupted its programs to

But, the kelts readily take a lure and they provide plehty 
of extra excitement for the steelheaders. There isn’t much 
you can do about hooking them anyway. They mfngle with 
the fresh-runs and it is a matter; of liifck which you catch. 

It rained hard up-Island overnight Thursday and that 
provided a little water for the parched rivers, just enough to 
send the freshet smell down to the waiting steelhead at the 
river mouths. * '

The amendment 
states “that regional district 
subdivision regulations appli¬ 
cable to electoral area A (Mill 
Bay) only shall apply immedi¬ 
ately to all proposed sub¬ 
divisions which have not yet 


received final approval, with 
the exception of those pro¬ 
posed subdivisions which have 
obtained valid, unlapsed pre¬ 
liminary approval prior to the 
date of adoption of the sub¬ 
division bylaw.” 

The subdivision bylaw will 
mean that half-acre lots can 
be established if water and 
sewer services are available, 
cne-acre lots if water is avail¬ 
able, but where neither 
water nor sewer services are 
provided parcels of land win 
have to be two acres in size. 

Mill Bay resident Grant 
Gamqtt made a last, . un¬ 
successful attempt to have 


the passage of the bylaw post¬ 
poned to find out what the 
community needs and wants. 
He said he still holds a large 
area which was left to him 
and which he would like to 
leave to his children. 

”We have enjoyed freedom 
and we would like to see that 
freedom maintained. We are 
panicked into this bylaw and 1 
don’t really know why!” Gar¬ 
nett said. 

He pointed out l hat there 
are already enough regula¬ 
tions which are controlling the 
development if enforced. 

Mill Bay director Ralph 


Heir stressed “we have the 
community’s welfare at heart, 
we think. This bylaw was not 
hastily conceived.” He stated 
that, according to petitions. 
Mill Bay residents are two to 
onfe in favor of controls. First 
Indications of certain control 
in the Mill Bay areas came 
last summer when meetings 
were held to probe public 
opinion. 

After passing an amend¬ 
ment regarding a develop¬ 
ment in the Cowichan Bay 
area that a proposed apart¬

He said the four cases in¬ 
clude one adult and three chil¬ 
dren.

“If in 72 hours, the guinea 
pigs, which are susceptible 
like humans to diphtheria, 
come down with signs then 
the case is confirmed.” 

He said the four suspected 
cases were from swabs taken 
Monday and results from the 
guinea pigs are expected back 
“any time now.” 

Port Hardy public health 
director Peter Jemmeson 
with health nurses carried on 
innoc illations in Mahatta 
River Thursday.

Tory Motion 

Fails To Get 
House Support 


The two-member Progres¬ 
sive Conservative group in the 
Legislature found no allies on 
either side of the house for its 
proposal that Agriculture 
Minister David Stupich’s sal¬ 
ary be reduced to $ 1 . 

Dr. Scott Wallace (PC — 
Oak Bay) proposed the dras¬ 
tic reduction of the minister’s 
$24,000 salary - the more 
usual form of this traditional 
non-confidence motion is to 
reduce the salary by $1 — 
during the debate on Stupich’s 
office vote. 

The Tory house leader said 
the motion was based upon 
the minister’s performance 
over the past five month dur¬ 
ing which Stupich had “done 
so little for the farmer and 
then brought in a policy which 
will put the farmer at a 
furher disadvantage.” 

His policy reference was ap¬ 
parently the controversial 
land Commission Act, brought 
in last week, but members 
aren’t allowed to discuss leg¬ 
islation until It formally 
comes before the house. 

Highways Minister Robert 
Strachan quickly sprang to 
h i s colleague's defence, 
claiming Wallace’s motion 
presented not his own views 
but those of party leader Der- 
ril Warren* who failed to win 
a seat In the Aug. 30 election. 

In it, Strachan said, the 
Tories were trying to blame 
Stupich for everything “from 
the vagaries of the weather to 
the well-controlled free en¬ 
terprise system which that 
party supports and we reject” 
for the plight of B.C. farmers. 

The motion represents the 
“determination by the leader 
of that group, not the house 


leader, to prove that agricul¬ 
ture has no place in the prov¬ 
ince of B.C. They have writ¬ 
ten agriculture off, saying it’s 
too late, let the entrepreneur’s 
have it.” 

Wallace shouted repeatedly: 
“1 did’t say that, I didn’t say 
that.” 

But Strachan ignored him 
winding up with a promise 
that the NDP would “never 
write agriculture off ” 

David Brousson (L — North 
Vancouver Capllano) said the 
liberals wouldn’t support a 
motion they regard as a "per¬ 
sonal attack” on the minister. 

Patricia Jordan (SC 
North Okanagan) and later 
James Chabot (SC - Colum¬ 
bia River) called the Conser¬ 
vative motion a “frivolous” 
one and said the official op¬ 
position couldn’t support it on 
these grounds. 

Hugh Curtis (PC - Saanich 
and the Islands) denied there 
was any malice behind the 
proposal to reduce Stupich’s 
salary. The procedure he said 
was a long-established tradi¬ 
tion in parliament and added: 
“I refute absolutely any 
suggestion that this is a per¬ 
sonal attack.” 

He said the government has 
failed to take action on a 
number of vital questions aft 
fecting farmers and cited the 
plight of Vancouver Island 
dairy farmrs who are “fight¬ 
ing a losing battle” against 
supermarkets which ship 
large quantities of milk here 
from the Lower Mainland. 

The house rose at 10:15 
p.m. after approving es¬ 
timates totalling $ 12.1 million 
for Stupich’s department.

The other Canadian, Marc 
Cayer of St. Raymond, Que^ 


bee, was released in Hanoi 
abrut two weeks ago and now 
is in Canada. 

A Canadian official in Hanoi 
was told last week by a North 
Vietnamese official to talk to 
the Pathet Lao group in Vien¬ 
tiane about Oppel 

The official said contfectTiad 
been made in the Laotion cap- 
ital and that inquiries are 
continuing. A Pathet L«o dele¬ 
gation is In Hanoi because of 
the recent cease-fir* agree¬ 
ment. 

“We have been told by the 
Pathet..Lao to expect encour¬ 


aging news soon,” said a Ca¬ 
nadian spokesman in Saigon. 

"We had hoped that be¬ 
cause of the signing of the 
truce agreement in Laos that 
this would facilitate an early 
release," he said, adding that 
so far there has been no date. 

There was also the fact mat 
he is a civilian prisoner and 
neither he nor Canada had 
anything to do with the war. 

In Ottawa, speaking before 
the Commons external affairs 
committee, Arthur Andrew, 
director of Pacific and Aslarv^ 
Affairs, said the North Viet¬ 


namese regard Canadians 
who have been captured “ex¬ 
actly the same way as Ameri¬ 
cans.” 

But representations are 
being submitted continually to 
the North Vietnamese and 
Pathet Lao forces in Laos con¬ 
cerning OppePs . whereabouts 
and condition, he said. 

The inquirias are being car¬ 
ried out In Vientiane by Cana¬ 
dian TOC representative Jack 
Hammed. 

When Oppel is released it 
will probably be through Ca¬ 
nadian channels, slmiler to 


the release of Cayer. Cayer 
was turned over to the Cana¬ 
dian ICCF representative in 
Hanoi, and later flown to Sai¬ 
gon via Laos. 

In Oppel's case, it would 
mean handing him over to 
ICC officials, probably in 
Vientiane. 

"We have not insisted on 
this couree,” said the 10CF 
spokesman. “If tnere is any 
earlier opportunity or quicker 
way of handling the release 
Mce are all for it.” 

Although Oppel's name was 
on the list of prisoner! Issued 


by Hanoi, the North Vietnam¬ 
ese disclaimed any knowledge 
of his whereabouts. 

As with prisoners captuied 
in South Vietnam, the Noth 
Vietnamese, who do not admit 
to having troops in the south 
or in other neighboring areas, 
prefer to have the release 
made by the insurgent forces 
in the areas concerned.

OTTAWA (CPI - Northern 
Affairs Minister Jean Chre¬ 
tien told the Commons north¬ 
ern development committee

"Because charges were 
pending against various 
members of the penitentiary 
service at the time this com¬ 
mission of inquiry concluded 
the taking of evidence, we did 
not deem it proper, to attempt 


to determine the identity of 
those menibers of the peniten¬ 
tiary service who might have 
been responsible for inflicting 
such injuries.”

Colonist Nows Editor 

Ove Witt was the embodi¬ 
ment of the dreams of so 
many Canadians born in dis¬ 
tant land* 

With that special determi¬ 
nation and energy fired in a 
young heart in a new country, 
he achieved his private goals 
in business, then counter- 
weighted success with service 
to Victocia. his neighbors, 
his fellow citizens. 

A gruff voice barely be¬ 
trayed the traces of a Danish 
accent he strove to erase, and 
it poorly veiled the warmth of 
his personality and his deeply 
sincere concern for his com¬ 
munity. His grin seemed to 
outspan his face, his friend¬ 
ships seemed universal. 

Baker's Son 

Che-(everyone knew’ him as 
”Ovie,” but his native pronun- 
elation was more like 
“Ovuh”T was born in Cojien- 
hagen, th? fourth child in a 
family of five, the son of a 
baker. 

During the war he served 
as a teenage courier for the 
Danish underground as part 
of a group mainly concerned 
with smuggling downed lir- 
men back to England. 

Postwar Denmark, as in 
most of Europe, seemed to 
offer a limited future for a 
youth with his drive and 
goals. He took the trans- 
Atlantic path of the old Viking 
voyages for the vague projn- 
ise of Canada. 

Cross-Country 

.. Passage across the country 
was financed by stihts on 
farms and in logging camps. 
He arrived in Victoria in 1952, 
got a .job on a construction 
project and later was a bar¬ 
tender in downtown hotels. 

Ove broke into public notice 
in 1955 when he trained Taco¬ 
ma. logger Bert Thomas and 
guided him across Juan de 
Fuca Streil in the first con¬ 
quest of that treacherous and 
windswept body of water. His 
name has been a local house¬ 
hold world ever since. 

Health Club 

A few yeaj-s later he be¬ 
came a professional masseur, 
opening a health club in the

Strathcohn Hotel which grew 
from a set of barbells and a 
massage table in an unused 
suite to one of the most splen¬ 
didly-equipped salons of its 
kind in the province, occupy¬ 
ing a large |»rtion of the 
hotel below the main lobby 
His clientele included cabinet 
ministers, hockey players and 
visiting eclebt jjUea, many of

Civic Politics 

Ove entered civic politics in 
1968. losing by a narrow riiar- 
gin irt a bid for a Victoria al- 
dorrrtanic seat. He tried again 
the following year and suc¬ 
ceeded, devoting much of his 
first term to the problems and 
expectations of the communi¬ 
ty’s young people the Cool- 
Aid hostel, the Bqys Club 
and working hard for the ex- 
imnsion of recreation facilities 
and parks. 


He spent long hours at city 
hall with the belief that at 
least one alderman should be 
available most of a day to 
meet the public and discuss 
its problems and complaints 
face to face. 

Rough Charm \ 

His never-let-up approach to 
civic work earned him respect 
and admiration of his council 
colleagues and the staff at all 
levels of the administration 
who were subjected to his in¬ 
tense probing, tempered by 
the charm of his rough-edged, 
yarthy friendliness. 

Well pfift the midway i>oint 
of his second term, a heredi¬ 
tary kidney disease, that had 
already afflicted other p 
members of his Danish fami¬ 
ly. worsened, forcing Ove into . 
hospitui. With strides made * 
by medicine in recent years 
the . lifesaving blood- 
washing machine and the 
successes of kidney trans¬ 
plants his hopes for a good 
measure of life were un- 
diminished. 

Kidneys Removed 

His diseased kidneys were 
removed and he awaited word 
thai healthy replacements 
were available to restore his 

body. 

Shortly after midnight Tues¬ 
day, while he was undergoing 
his tri-weekly treatment on 
the dialysis unit at Royal Ju¬ 
bilee Hospital, a blood clot 
which reached his heart se¬ 
vered life in his 45th year.'^ 

Ove's family — his wife 
Marian, his sons Christopher.. 
14, and Gregory, 12; his 
daughter* Morcta. 10. and 
Tanya. 8 - shares a loss with 
Victoria and with the coun- r 
Hess people who were lucky 
enough to know' him as a 
friend, myself perhaps one of 
his oldest and closest. 

In Denmark Ove loaves two 
brothers, Hans and llelge. 
and tw’o sisters. Birthc and 
Annie.

Indications were that they 
would ask that public hear¬ 


ings be held «m the bill before 
it becomes law in the prov¬ 
ince, and that the legislation 
lie delayed so all segments of 
the community would have an 
opportunity to study and dis¬ 
cuss the bill and its i in plica¬ 
tions. 

Members were understood 
to have agreed with the aim 
of the bill, but were con¬ 
cerned about the effects of a 
number of its s|>ecific propos¬ 
als. 

During the meeting particu¬ 
lar concern was expressed 
about provisions which might 
take away municipal and re 
gional board zoning rights. 

Members agreed that recog¬ 
nized community plans which

Pre¬ 
viously, a veiled threat of ex¬ 
propriation had been made 
but Brown said that expro¬ 
priation would lead to ill feel¬ 
ing and would "not save 
money.

Bird Society 
Tackles Pollution

DUNCAN It would be 
wrong to assume that the 
Cowichan Bird Society is only 
c oncerned with birds. 

According to the society’s 
objectives in its constitution, 
the group has made it its goal 
also to do its utmost to pro¬ 
tect the environment in the 
Cowichan Valley — particu¬ 
larly after the once very ac- 
t i v e Cowichan-Malahat 

branch of .the society for pol¬ 
lution and environmental con¬ 
trol fell into a deep sleep — 
and is still sleeping. 

One of the society’s present 
concerns is a proposed com¬ 
mercial and housing develop¬ 
ment near Somenos Lake. 

“Somenos Lake is threat¬ 
ened on three sides — at the 
northend where the inflow 
from Richards Creek passes 
the Herd Road dump and in¬ 
cinerator, where serious pol¬ 
lution occurs as tons of toxic 
ash and various other chemi¬ 
cals are dumped alon^ the 
banks of the creek.” the soci¬ 
ety’s vice president John 
Comer said. 

“Proposed new develop¬ 
ments cn the marsh along the 
Trans Canada Highway arc 
real and a serious threat to 
the ecology of this lake. In ad¬ 
dition to this we are all aware 
of the serious flooding this 
year, which saw sewage- 
potluted water from the south- 
end on Somenos Creek flood 
over fields, roadways and 
even into houses." 

Comer emphasized that it is 
the responsibility of the gen¬ 
eral public to advice council 
in matters contrary to their 


l>cst interests. Touching on 
the proposed development. 
Comer referred to a plan 
which was recently submitted 
to North Cowichan council. 
That plan envisages a com¬ 
mercial and housing develop¬ 
ment estimated at between 58 
million and 510 million, north 
of the VIP motel near Dun¬ 
can. The plan still has to be 
discussed by North Cowichan 
council. 


On the brighter side Comer 
reported that the first spring 
robin, technically referred to 
as migratorius propinquus ar¬ 
rived in the Duncan area. 
Feb. 19. "These birds will fill 
the vacuum left by our winter 
robins which retreat north¬ 
ward for the summer. The 
swallows should arrive any 
day now, perhaps some al¬ 
ready have been welcomed 
here,” Comer said.

Hartwell, 46, wrote a letter 
in German to his only son. 
Peer, while lying injured in a 
sleeping bag in a makeshilt 


lean-to near the wreckage of 
his Beechcraft 18. He suffered 
two broken ankles and a frac¬ 
tured kneecap in the crash, 
Nov. 8. 

The letter, introduced as ev¬ 
idence at the inquest, said: 

"When you receive this let¬ 
ter, I will be dead. I have had 
an accident on Nov. 8, '72, 


Eskimo Survivor 
Starved to Death 


YELLOWKNIFE, N.W.T. 
(CP) David Kootook, the 
14-ycar-old Eskimo boy who 
survived in the wilderness 
with pilot Marten Hartwell for 
23 days after an Arctic plane 
crash, died mainly 6f starva¬ 
tion, a pathologist testified 
Thursday. 

The boy's stomach con¬ 
tained lichens, spruce need¬ 
les. wild cranberry leaves, 
part of a walnut, bark and 
wood, some artificial fibres 
and a drug identified as a 
tranquillizer. 

With all of their emergency 
ps exhausted, the boy 
and Hartwell had consumed 
drugs in a nurses’ kit, Hot 
knowing nor caring what they 
were. 

Pathologist Lauricr Boutan 
of Edmonton ,4old a coroner’s 
1 n q u e s t investigating the 


deaths of the boy and two 
other persons in the plane 
crash that the cause of Da¬ 
vid’s death “can be Inferred 
from the great emaciation 
demonstrated . . 

The boy at tpe time of death 
was five-foot-five and weighed 
75*/* iHHinds. It was not known 
)>ow much he weighed before 
the crash. 

The boy had been diagnosed 
by a doctor in his home com¬ 
munity w Spence Bay as suf¬ 
fering from appendicitis but 
the pathologist said he found 
no sign of appendicitis during 
his autopsy. 

However, he did find an 
ulcer in the boy’s stomach 
which had penetrated deeply 
through the stomach wall. 
This ulcer, he Mid, could 
have been mistaken for ai>- 
pendicitis in its early stages.

The letter, written Nov. 22, 
14 days after the crash, asks 
the pilot’s son to take $3,000 
from Hartwell’s estate 

Hartwell, the only survivor 
of one of the most controver¬ 
sial crashes in Arctic aviation 
history, was also quoted as 
criticizing the navigational 
equipment installed in his 
plane and a radio beacon he 
had depended on to set a 
course during an ill-fated 
mercy flight. 

David Kootook, the 14-year- 
old Eskimo boy who survived 
with the pilot for 23 days be¬ 
fore dying, also wrote a letter 
—In which he told his father 
and mother that he would see 
them again “in Spence Bay or 
in Heaven.” 

Hairtwell was rescued after 
spending 32 agonl 2 lng days on 
a wooded hillside 40 miles 
south-squthwest of Great Bear 
Like and 180 miles off his 
mtrey-flight course. 

RCMP Insp. Stanley Venner 
testified at the inquest 
Wednesday that Hartwell had 
told him he had been forced 
to «eat the flesh of nurse Ju¬ 
dith Hill, who died minutes 
after the crash, In a desperate 
bid to survive when emer- 
gehey food rations ran out 23 
days after the accident. 

David Kootook wrote his let¬ 
ter In the first week after the 
crash. It said:

Embassy Raid 
In Khartoum 


KHARTOUM (UPI) — Masked Palestinian Black 
September gunmen shot their way into the Saudi 
,Arabian embassy here Thursday, seized two Ameri¬ 
can and several other diplomats, and demanded the 
immediate release of more than 70 jailed guerrillas 
and Sirhan Sirhan, convicted assassin of 1968 U.S. 
presidential candidate Robert Kennedy. 

A foreign office spokesman 
in Brussels said one of the 
seized diplomats, the Belgian 
charge d’affaires, was shot in 
the foot when the guerrillas 
burst into the building during 
a reception Thursday night. 

The British ambassador to 
the Sudan, one of three diplo¬ 
mats who had left the party 
before the incident, also re- 
[>orted there had been shoot¬ 
ing. 

The Sudan news agency 
said five diplomats were 
being held hostage inside the 
embassy U.S. Ambassador 
Cleo Noel. American charge 
d’affaires George Curtis 
Moore, the charges d’affaires 
of Jordan and Belgium and 
the Saudi Arabian ambas¬ 
sador, whose wife and chil¬ 
dren were also among the 
captives. Japans foreign 
ministry said in Tokyo, 
however, its charge d’affaires 
was also among those taken 
hostage. .
